WASHINGTON, April 7.—Light is be- 
ginning to penetrate the confusion that 
has existed within the last day or two 
over the ultimate attitude of the Har- 
ding Administration toward the proposal 
for a separate peace with Germany. ; 

A general understancing has prevailed 
fn Washington that Senator Knox’s 
-resolution for a separate peace would 
be put through Congress with the sup- 
port of President Harding. This un- 
derstanding needs considerable modifi- 
cation. 

It is now known that the prospects of 
a declaration of peace by resolution, in 
the form which the Senate treaty fire- 
concilables desire, are decidedly meagre 
end there is reason to predict that the 
Administration has a peace plan of its 
own, which, while not fully formulated; 
is beginnning to be outlined in a con- 
crete way. 

All the circumstances that are known 
indicate that President Harding, with a 
mew realization of the great responsi- 
bilities upon him, is seeking an adjust- 
ment of the difficulties arising from the 
rejection of the Versailles treaty by the 
Senate that is not in accord with the de- 
sire of those Republican Senators who, 
in addition to ‘scrapping the League,”’ 
would dish the entire Versailles treaty 
end cut lo»se entirely from any relations 
with European Governments. . New sig- 
tiificance is now given to statements at- 
tributed to President Harding, that the 
Administration’s course with respect to 
@ declaration of peace would be prudent, 
end that there was no occasion for ‘* pre--. 
eipitancy " in this connection. 

Harding Wants Peace Initiative. 
_ “There are indications that President 
Warding. and his principal advisers on 
the international questions involved 
have reached the conclusion that what- 
ever peace plan is put through Congress 
should be submitted, in its original form 


at least, by the President. In other 


words, it is contended that the making 
of peace is a function constitutionaliy 
lodged in the Executive and therefore 
entitling him to the initiative in the 
matter. With this idea in the Admin- 
istration’s mind, it seems to be clear 
that the President will submit a peace 


plan of his own, intended as in the na- 


ture of a substitute for the Knox reso- 
lution. 

The clearing of the confusion has 
served to bring out that the inclina- 
tion of the Administration is to pre- 
gcerve everything in the Treaty of Ver- 
sailled that does not too intimately re- 


quire the operation of the League of 


Nations. It appears to be the prevail- 
ing view in Administration circles that 
the Versailles Treaty, minus the League 
covenant, should be ratified by the 
United States. Considerable difficulty, 
it is conceded, will be encountered in 
preserving ,the treaty without in some 
measure upholding the League cove- 
nant, but it is felt that the solution is 
possible through the operation of ‘‘ the 
best minds ’’) that the President prob- 
ably intends to assign to this task.

CHICAGO, April 7.—Represenitatives 
of five mechanical unions, comprising 
the 500,000 shop employes of American 
railroads, sent to President Harding to- 
night a telegram, outlining their plan 
for ending disputes between railroads 
and their workers and stating the terms 
on which they would consent to abrogt- 
tion of the national agreements against 
which the executives are now waging 
war before the Federal Labor Board. 
The telegram suggests the calling of a 
conference of represehtatives of both 
sides to work out new rules concerning 
working conditions to take the place of 
the national agreements. 

Early in the day the Labor Board, 
before which the question of wages .and 
conditions ib being fought, rejected the 
plea of the New York Central Railroad 
for a provisional reduction in pay of its 
unskilled employes. The board set for 
April 18 a consolidated hearing of all 
wage reduction petitions, offered thus 
far by twenty-six roads. . 

The unions’ message to Harding was 
sent, it was said, in response to a re- 
quest for information made by the Pres- 
ident of B. M. Jewell, President of the 
Railway Employes’ Department of the 
American Federation of Labor, who re- 
turned from a conference with Mr. Har- 
ding yesterday. 

My. Jewell signed the telegram, which | 
ineorporates a long discussion by the | 
leaders of the five unions concerning 
thé industrial troubles.

Prisoner Not Believed to Know

‘A man who is accused of trying to ex- 
tort $10,000 for the return of Mrs. An- 
nette Rankine, the wealthy widow who 
has been missing for several days, was 
caught yesterday after several hours of 
telephone work by Joseph M. Nye, exec- 
utive assistant of the Guaranty Trust 
Company. He said he was Albert Kraft, 
30 years old, of 506 West Forty-second 
Street, and was held on a charge of at- 
tempted grand larceny. : 

Nye does not believe that Kraft knows 
anything about Mrs. Rankine, but that 
he took advantage of her absence to 
attempt to make some easy money. 
There was nothing developed yesterday 
to shed any further light on Mrs. Ran- 
kine’s disappearance. 

In trying to get money from Nye, the 
man who said he had Mrs. Rankine a 
prisoner, was attempting to fool a for- 
mer secret service man of high reputa- 
tion, and Nye had an enjoyable after- 
noon drawing the net about the man 
who jumped from telephone to telephone 
in an attempt to cover his tracks. Nye 
used to guard President Roosevelt and | 
Taft and during the war ‘not only es- 
corted most of the distinguished for- 
eigners who visited the United States, 
but also took part in some deli- 
cate secret service investigations. 


Said They Had Mrs. Rankine. 


Yesterday morning Benjamin V. Nor- 
ton, a secretary in the Fifth Avenue 
branch of the Guaranty Trust Co., 
and a brother of Mrs. Rankine, called 
up Nye, told him that a man had been 
bothering him about money over the 
telephone and aSked him to handle the 
matter. Nye got his first call from the 


stranger about 12:30 o'clock. 
“ Well, we've got Mrs. Rankine,” sald 


the man. 

‘‘ Just a moment,” said Nye, ‘till I 
‘Close my door,” and he went to tell his 
secretary, Mrs. Crump, to make ar- 
Trangements to trace the call. 

‘* Think you’re darn smart, don’t you,”’ 
said the man at the other end of the 


wire. ‘“ Trying to trace this telephone, 
aren’t you. I’ll call later.” 

Then he hung up. It was 1:20 before 
he called again, and in the meantime 
Nye had sent for Tom Fitch and Bob 
Durrell, two of his men in the trust 
company, and told them to be ready to 
jump. The second call didn’t last very 
long either, because the man sald he 
didn’t want to stay at one telephone 
more than a few! minutes, but the call 
was traced to the upper level of the 
Grand Central Station and Fitch and 
Durrell went up there. They didn't find 
their man, but they waited and kept in 
touch with Nye.

UNSHAKEN IN HIS STORY 


Several Discrepancies Are Detected,

BUFFALA, April 7.—After a grilling 
that lasted more than twenty-four hours, 
Roy Harris, who was arrested here 
Wednesday afternoon and later confessed 
the murder of Joseph Bowne Elwell, 
whist. expert and horseman, tonight 
identified the published picture of a wo- 
man whose name had been mentioned 
in the Elwell investigation as the ‘‘ Mrs. 
Fairchild ’’ who employed him and “ Big 
Bill’ Duncan to kill Elwell. 

The *' admission came unexpectedly 
while Harris was reciting for the tenth 
time the story of meeting ‘‘ Mrs. Fair- 
child ’’ and her chauffeur, whom he fre- 
quently feferred to as ‘ Jerry.” 

Harris has not deviated from the story 
of the murder as he first told it to De- 
tectives Flynn and Howell, when thay 
arrested him here for forgery in ot. 
Catherines, Ontario. 

In many respects, however, it con- 
trasted strikingly with the situation in 
the Elwell home in West Seventieth 
Street. 

Harris insisted the shooting took place 
in-a house in West Seventy-first street, 
between Broadway and West End Ave- 
nue, at about the same location as the 
Elweil home. 


"Hazy Concerning Reception Room. 


Harris told the detectives of his meet- 
ing with ‘Big Bill’’ Duncan, who, he 
said fired the shot that killed Elwell; 
“Jerry” the chauffeur, and “*Mrs. Fair- 
child’’ in. a_ straightforward man- 
ner, but on the actual situation of the 
reception room in the Elwell home; in 
which the shooting took place, he was 
hazy. He insisted that the reception 
room, as. one entered, was on the left 
side of the hallway on the ground floor, 
when, as a fact, it was on the right 
side. 

Harris said ‘‘Mrs. Fairchila” paid hifm 
and ‘ Big Bill’ Duncan $450 each, in new 
bills, a few minutes after she opened 
the outer and vestibule doors of the. 


Elwell home with a key that she had in 


a black embroidered bag. 

When pressed for the name of the 
woman whom he said he recognized as 
‘* Mrs. Fairchild,’’ he replied: 

‘* No, I won’t give you that woman’s 
name.”’ 

‘‘“Do you know her name?” he was 
asked. 

‘Yes, I know her name, but I don’t 
want to say she is Mfs. Fairchild for 
certain until I see her.’’ 

Soon after Harris made the statement 
Detective Sergeant Henry Oswald of 
New York appeared in the office of 
James W. Higgins, Chief of Police, and, 


accompanied by Guy B. Moore, District 


Attorney of Erie County, went to the 
Tenth Precinct Station, where Harris is 
being held. 

Detective Sergeant Oswald questioned 
Harris until 11 -o’clock, when he tele- 
phoned to New York. He refused to 
comment on Harris’s story. He ad- 
mitted, however, that Harris’s descrip- 
tion of the interior of the house was 
erroneous in many respects. 

May Be Brought Here Today. 

District Attorney Moore, Chief of 
Police Higgins and Detectives Flynn and 
Howell, who arrested Harris Wednes- 
day afternoon, had been closeted with 


Harris for more than four hours, dur- 
ing which the pzvisoner amplified his 
original story of the alleged plot hatched 
by. ‘Jerry’ and ‘‘Mrs. Fairchild ’’ 
which resulted in Elwell’s death. 

When Mr. Moore heard of Harris’s 
latest statement concerning the identity 
of ‘Mrs. Fairchild’ he immediately 
telephoned to former Governor Whit- 
man, who, as Special Ass'stant District 
Attorney, was about to begin an inquiry 
into the murder. It was reported here 
later that Mr. Whitman had requested 
Mr. Moore to release Harris in the cus- 
tody of Detective Sergeant Oswald so 


that he could be taken to New York 
early tomorrow morning. Oswald, how- 
ever, intimated he would ask that 
Harris be held here. 

In an/ interview with a reporter for 
Tue New Yore Times Harris revealed 
a remarkable familiarity with incidents 
connected with the Blwell murder. He 
told the story of his first meeting with 
‘“* Mrs. Fairchild ’’ in a nonchalant man- 
ner. 

‘“‘That has been his ‘attitude since we 
brought him in here Wednesday after- 
noon,” said Detective Howell. ‘‘We

Today Senator Smith withdrew his bill 
which had reached the order of third 
reading. After a short interval this 
appeared, bearing the name of the lead- 
er of the Senate but with no other 
change. The procedure is an extraordi- 
nary one, and has aroused a great deal 
of speculation. 

It is generally presumed to have been 
done to insure quicker passage of the 
bill and in return get speedy action 
from Mayor Hylan on certain cityY 
measures. The Legislature cannot ad- 
journ sine die until the Mayor has acted 
on these, which include a Republican 
gerrymander of Aldermanic Districts 


which the Mayor, for party reasons, will 
be bound to veto, because they must be 
passed anew to overcome the veto. 
Should the Mayor take his full time 
limit of fifteen days before acting on 
some of these bills, it would keep the 
Legislature in session beyond next week,

The bill, besides creating a highly 
paid place. for Hylan’s brother-in-law, 
would insure permanency to every one 
of the 750 detective sergeants_of the 
first and second grades who on March 
15 ‘were assigned to the Detective Bu- 
reau, the functions of which the new 
detective division would take over. Any 
member of the force hereafter assigned 
to the detective division, after serving 
continuously for one year, could not 
again be demoted and put back in unt- 
form prior to becoming a permanent 


detective. 

Any member of the police force so as- 
signed would draw the salary he received 
23 a member of the uniformed force and 
afterward that of a first grade detec- 
tive. _Members of the division above 
gergeant’s grade can be transferred to 
and from the detective division by the 
Police Commissioner at pleasure.

SAYS JAPANESE TREATY 
MUST. SATISFY AMERICA 
Premier Hughes of Australia 
Wants British Agreement Re- 

| newed bat Modified. 


LONDON, April 8.—A Melbourne, 
Australia, dispatch to The Lontion Times 
says that in a speech in the House on 
the forthcoming Imperial Cabinet, Pre- 
mier Hughes declared with respect to 
the Japanese treaty that Australia could 
not make an enemy of America to obtain 
the friendship of Japan, and that the 
treaty must be renewed in modified 
form, but satisfactory to America. He 
asserted that there was great danger of 
such naval rivalry in the Pacific as 
would drain the finances of the nations 
and have a reflex influence on the whole 
world. - 

Referring to naval defense, the Pre- 
mier said the scheme of the Imperial 
Cabinet must provide for the defense of 
the Pacific, where the future of Austra- 
lia would be decided. He added that 
while the United States claimed and 
nmrast have a strong navy to defend its 
extensive coast line, Australia had a 
cost line thrice the length of that of the 
United States and a population of only 
5,000,000.

LONDON, April 8.—The London Times 
in an editorialyon a dispatch from its 
Melbourne correspondent, quoting a 
statement by Premier Hughes in the 
‘House of Representatives on jhe sub- 
ject of the renewal of the Anglo- 
Japanese alliance, says: 

‘“* Most Important are the friendly re- 
lations in which the States of the Empire 
stand with the United States and with 
Japan. As for America the nature of 
this country and of the Dominions would 
have to suffer almost demonfac change 
before a thought of war at sea between 
the navies of the English-speaking peo- 
ples could emerge from the region of 
fantastic incredibility. Japan, too, is a 
long-standing ally of the British peoples 
and the British States of the Pacific, 
Australia and New Zealand have good 
reason to remember the service to the 
security of their shores against a Ger- 
man attack by sea, rendered by the 
Japanese Navy during the early days of 
the war. 

‘* Potential differences between Japan 
and the two Dominions of the Pacific 
there are. The determniation of Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand to prevent Asiatic 
immigration is set and unalterable. It 
runs counter to the natural policy of 
Japan, which is to secure open doors 
throughout the world for the movement 
of her peoples. 

‘* The ‘ White Australia’ policy, which 
is the ruling principle of New Zealand 
too, has suggested doubts of the views 
of the two Dominions about the renewal 
of the Anglo-Japanese alliance. 

Mr. Hughes has now declared for 
its renewal with equivocation. He 
makes his approval of its renewal sub- 
ject to two conditions. The first con- 
dition: is “that: the: renewal of the alliance 
should be ‘ satisfactory to America.’ 

The phrase is ambiguous, but would 
naturally mean that the Anglo-Japanese 
alliance should in no case involve either 
Great Britain or any State of the em- 
pire in any hostile relation with the 
United States on behalf of Japan. 

“The second condition attached by 
the Australian Prime Minister to his 
approval of the renewal of the alliance 
is that it should not involve a sacrificei 
of those principles, which we regard as 
sacred.’ Beyond doubt this phrase 
points to the white Australia folicy. 

‘‘These conditions secured, Mr. 
Hughes declares that ‘if we are asked 
are we in favor or a renewal of the 
Anglo-Japanese treaty: I say we are.’ 

‘The declaration is highly important. 
Mr. Hughes went on to repeat his 
known doubts about the League of Na- 
tions and to declare that the most pow- 
erful agency for world’s peace was the 
British Empire and that the real hope 
for the peace of the world lay‘in some 
understanding between America, Great 


; Britain and France.”’

PARIS, April 7.—It is probable. that 
before May 1 \the French Government 
will ask the American Government to 
be so good as to enlarge upon the state- 
ment of general foreign policy contained 
in the Hughes note on Yap, if in the 
meanwhile Washington shall not have 
made its position plainer. 

French diplomats are somewhat dis- 
turbed over the effects of the carrying 
out of the policy that the United States 
has given up none of its rights gained 
through the allied victory. The Ameri- 
can position on Mesopotamia and Yap 
has been made perfectly plain, but there 
still remains some doubt on certain ques- 
tions. For instance, America is not 
bound by the Treaty of Versailles or the 
decisions of the Supreme Council. Now, 
about the matter of pensions. , 

Under the treaty Germany promises 
to pay the pensions of the allied armies. 
Not only France, England and Italy 
have put in pension claims, -but Aus- 
tralia and Canada figure very strongly. 
in this account. The American peace 
delegation headed by President Wilson 
put forth no claim for American pen- 
sions. Is the present Government going 
to ask for the payment of American 
Army pensions or not? If so, it will make 
a considerable difference in what Ger- 
many can pay the Allies and may up- 
set the allied plan for a division of Ger- 
man payments. 

Then there is the question of the di- 
vision of German shipping, settled by 
the accord of May, 1919, by Wilson, 
Clemenceau and Lioyd George. Under 
this plan. America was to pay to the 
Reparations Commission the value of the 
former German shipping she hetd in 
excess of American submarine losses. 
Does or does not this agreement stand? 

What is the American attitude toward 
the free port of Danzig, established by 
the treaty? Does she wish to exercise 
her right to help fix the Silesian bound- 
ary line between Poland and Germany? 
What will be the American attitude 
when the Allies under. the Treaty of 
Versailles take measures toward Ger- 
many which affect American interests? 

As for that, it must be borne in mind 
that France is not going to make another 
treaty with Germany. For herthe Treaty 
of Versailles remains, whether America 
ratifies it or not. French diplomats are 
disposed to go almost any length in 
smoothing out things with America, but 
they are anxious to iron out many ques- 
tions which are not yet settled. 

The French press passes over the Yap 
issue raised by the Hughes‘note of April 
4 and concentrates on the meaning of 
what it construes to be the declaration 
by Washington that what was done at 
the Paris Peace Conference means little 
in American diplomacy. Comment on 
the Hughes note varies greatly, some 
editors calling it good sense and others 
by less complimentary terms. 

The Journal des Debats sees no rea- 
son why France should tear anything 
from the new American policy, but hopes 
that America will not ask nce to go 
back on her word given to the Allies 
in various agreements made in the last 
year. 

The Paris Midi is rather sarcastic. It 
asks what America would have done had 
the Allfes in 1919. asked President Wil- 
son to prove that he covid make good. 
It says that France is not at all to 
blame for the present difficulties and 
thinks that Uncle Sam is hard to please. 

The Figaro says it is evident that the 
new Administration intends to destroy 
Wilsonism totally. 

“Two years ago,’’ says that paper, 
‘““we accepted Wilsonism out of regard 
for the Americans. Today the Amer- 
icans wish us to throw overboard Wil- 
sonism for the sake of ihem.’’ 

Pertinex writes in the Echo de Paris: 

‘““The only thing for us to do is to 
ask the Washington Government to 
make its peace with Germeny in a man- 
ner to hurt us as littte as possible. 
Cannot the United States recognize the 
treaties we have made with the Reich 
while stating that they do not. bind 
America ! annot they do something 
to bring their aid to the settlement of 
the problems of nations?

FINDS WAY TO DETECT 
ICEBERGS IN A FOG 


French Inventor Describes Appa- 
ratus for Finding Them by 
Means of Ultra-Red Rays.

PARIS, April 7.—An invention which, 

it is declared, can detect through a fog 

the presence of an iceberg six or seven 
miles distant was described today by 
the inventor, a young French engineer, 
at a meeting of the French Society of 

Electricians. 

The key to the invention is the trans- 
mission even through a fog of ultra-red 
rays from ice. The first experiments in 
this direction were made in 1912 by a 
British firm after the wreck of the 
Titanic and were pursued by the French 





Marine Services. Last May they ‘com- 


missioned M, Larigaldi to test apparatus 
which he had designed and the tests. were 
carried out off the Newfoundland coast 
from the ship Ville Dys. 

The apparatus gave what Larigaldi 
calls the first steps toward a solution. 
It consists of a gilded parabolic mirror 
which oscillates freely on its horizontal 
axis. A lead weight gives it ballast 
and at the same time reduces the rate 
of vibration and prevents it from moving 
with the pitching of the ship. The ap- 
paratus being placed on the prow of a 


vessel is always on the line of the hori- 
zon. Beside the mirror are placed two 
special thermoelectric poles protected by 
sylvine, a substance transparent to radi- 
ations of the ultra-red waves. 

In_spite of serious difficulties due to 
the limited scope of the apparatus tested 
it was possible to register a diminution 
in the current produced, by the. thermo- 
electric poles when an iceberg crossed 
the field of the mirror up to a distance 
of several miles. The difference was 
very small between cases where icebergs 
were signaled when there was a‘ fog and 
when there was full sunlight.

Proposea Amendment Might 
Bring Monroe Doctrine Under 
European Influence. 


Scandinavians Aim at World Par- 
Nament—Co mmission Post- 
pones Action.

GENEVA, April 7.—The Leagué of Na- 
tions Commission to discuss proposed 
améndments to the covenant concluded 
its work today, although the sitting he- 
gan only yesterday. A. J. Balfour and 
most of the delegates left Geneva. this 
evening. y 

A subcommission was appointed to 
deal with the legal aspects of amend- 
ments. 

In the discussion it was explained that 
the Scandinavian amendment to Article 
XIII, concerning arbitration was in- 
tended to strengthen the obligation to 
resort to arbitration and that the other 
Scandinavian amendment, that the 
League Assembly should meet annually, 
was ainred at making its annual meet- 
ing the base of the League. The Scan- 
dinavian countries desire the League to 
become a World parliament. 

There was much discussion about 
whether States which have not paid con- 
tributions to the League by a certain 
time should cease to engoy the right of 


membership, while continuing ‘to be sub- 
ject to its obligations, and there was a 
general agreement that some regulations 
must be introduced concerning deélin- 
quent members. The exact wording of 
these regulations was left to the sub- 
commission. 

Czechoslovakia, which now belongs to 
what is known as the Little Entente, sup- 
ported its améndment to Article T. of 
the covenant which now reads: ‘‘ Noth- 
ing in this covenant shall be deemed to 

ect the validity of international en- 
gagements such as treaties of arbitra- 
tion or regional understandings like the 
Monroe Doctrine for securing the main- 
tenance of peace.’’ The proposed amend- 
ment provides that in the case of two 
or more League members wishing to én- 
ter into an agreement completing un- 
dertakings in the covenant, the League 
Council or assembly nay summon a spe- 
cial conference of the ague members 
which consider their interests involved. 
The amendment endeavors to bring un- 
derstandings such as the Monroé Doc- 
trine also within the sphere of League 
influence. 

In supporti this amendment Czecho- 
slovakia urged that the League must be 
ready not merely to put a stop to dis- 
putes but to prevent them from arising, 
and that for this purpose there must be 
some system by which countries par- 
ticularly affected by one special ques- 
tion could discuss that questioh under 
League auspices without the Léague 
being necessarily obliged to deal with it. 
This means that the various Little En- 
tente Governments will probably have 
to enter. into understandings with one 
another to arrange their differences ani 
that. they wish to do this under League 
auspices. 


GENEVA, April 7 (Associated Press). 
—At the meéting of the Committee of 
the League. of Nations appointed to deal 
with amendments to the covenant, Bel- 

um, China, Colombia, Czechoslovakia, 

nmark, France, Italy, Japan, Spain 
and Uruguay were represented. It dis- 
cussed the amendments offered regard- 
ing the Permanent Court of Arbitration, 
the extension of arbitfation~and con- 
ciliation under the League, the réelaxa- 
tion of the unanimity rule in the As- 
sembly and the Council, and the attach- 
ment to the League of Statés too small 
to be full members. 

The committee decided to pone 
consideration of the §S inavian 
amendments as to the economic. block- 
ade. It also decided to ask Argentina 
to submit, if it desires to do so, a state- 
ment explanatory of its amendment pro- 
viding that all sovereign States be ad- 
mitted to the League at their request. 

The committee requested the Chinese 
member to explain the Chinese amend- 
ment by which the Monroe Deétrine 
alone would be mentioned in Article 
XXI., which now refers to ‘treaties of 
arbitration or regional understandings 
like the Monroe Doctrine.” 

The discussion of the Canadian amend- 
ment for the elimination of Article X. 
of the covenant was postponed until 
after the return of René Vivianl from 
America. 


NO COMPULSORY POOLING. 


Farmers’ Delegates Adopt Optional 
Plan at Chicago Meeting. 


CHICAGO, April 7.—Representatives of 
the farmers of the country voted ynani- 
mously in convention tonight to accept 
the report of the Committee of Seven- 
teen, which provided for formation of a 


co-operative agency to market the na- 
tion’s grain. 

The report was adopted after a two 
days’ fight in which several delegates 
sought to have it amended so that pool- 
ing of grain by the farmers would be 
compulsory instead of optional, as pro- 
vided in the report. An amendment to 
that effect was defeated late tonight by 
a vote of 61 to 38. 

Another amendment, offered by Carl 
Williams of Oklahoma, that the: pooling 
be made compulsory in States where 
wheat is the predominant grain, was also 
defeated, and the convention then unani- 
mously adopted the committee report.

Gets Message From Buffalo 
Prosecutor, but Awaits More 
Facts in Elwell Confession. 


MANY DOUBTS ARE REMOVED 


‘ 


But Special District Attorney Points 
to Seven Fake: Confessions 
Already Received. 


‘Former Governor Whitman, in charge 
of the investigation of the Elwell case, 
was skeptical at first of the confession 
of Roy Harris at Buffalo, but he began 
to take it much more seriously on- re- 
ceiving further information from Buf- 
falo late yesterday afternoon. 

Mr. Whitman's skepticism was due to 
the fact that he had already received 
confessions from seven men that they 
had killed Elwell. 

The former Governor became more im- 
pressed with the Harris story, however, 
when District Attorney Moore of Brie 
County telephoned him that Harris told 
‘a circumstantial story of the murder 
plot and murder, answered questions 
readily, and did not change his details 
under cross-examination. 

Later, it was learned, District Attor- 
hey Moore telegraphed strongly recom- 
mending the detention of a New Yors 
woman. Mr. Whitman, however, said he 
did not plan to detain any one, because 
all persons who had been under investi- 
gation in the Elwell case could be easily 
reached. 

Investigation showed that Harris had 
read and talked much about the Elwell 
murder, so that he could easily have in- 
vented an elaborate story of the crime. 
He was employed from April to July of 
last year as a strikebreaking elevator 
boy in the building at 366 Fifth Avenue. 
Mrs. Joseph Bowne Elwell, widow of the 
murdered man, had at one time had of- 
fices there, but had given them up three 
months before Harris had employmen 
there. . 


Calis Harris a ‘‘Buttinski.’’ . 


“Harris was a buttinski and a know- 
{t-all,”’ said Superintendent W. H. New- 
man of the building. Harris was known 
there by the name of Leonard, and was 
usually called ‘‘Benny Leonard.’’ The 
books showed he worked there on June 
11, the day the murder was discovered. 

Harris was also known as Fanchon at 
@ rooming house in Highty-fourth Street, 
where he tived with his wife and left 
suddenly in August, without paying his 
bills or leaving a forwarding address. 

The impression made by Harris on the 
Buffalo prosecutor was the only strong 
cause which the’ autborities here found 
for hoping that the famous Elwell mys- 
tery had been solved. No development 
absolutely discredited the story, but 
many of the details of the confession 
did not seem to fit. Mr. Whitman was 

véetstocked with confessions of a sim- 

ar nature and the New York police 
have learned to be wary of confessions 
pemerding sensational New York cases, 
use tricksters often make such con- 
fessions solely for the purpose of win- 
ning a free trip to this city. 

“ff have been working on the Elwell 
case for only a week,’’ said Mr. Whit- 
man, ‘‘and I have received seven con- 
fessions already, six by mail and one 
in person.” ;

Malled Confessions Obviously False. 

Mr. Whitman said the six confessions 
@ent through the mails were obviously 
false. The police have had one confes- 
sion resembling that of Harris. A man 


in the Eastern Penitentiary in Penn- 
sylvania said he had _ killed Elwell. 
apt. Artnur Carey of the Homicide 
wad sent a detective there who knew 
the literature of the Elwell case. 

‘*T'talked Elwell to him,’’' said the de- 
tective on his return, ‘‘and he couldn’t 
answer in the same language. All he 
wanted was a free ride to New York.”’ 

None of the other confessions, how- 
ever, have approached that of Harris in 
consistency and elaborateness. 

‘* Much of ‘the confession is plausible,”’ 
said Mr. Whitman,- ‘“‘ but not all of it. 
The story that a woman got a chauffeur 
to hire two nmmen for her and that the 
chauffeur picked them up‘ casually, is 
ridiculous: But he may be lying in that 

arc of the story and telling the truth 
n other parts. The statement that the 
murderers were admitted by a woman 
who had a key might be true. It is 
extraordinary, but the Elwell murder 
was ccmmitted in an extraordinary man- 
ner, Still I would be very skeptical of 

confession, except for what Mr. 
_Moore has to say. 

**If this confession is true, it reverses 
all my ‘ideas about the case. have 
formed only vague theories, but I would 
have expe an entirely different ex- 
planation for the crime. 

* The execution of it does not suggest 
the work of-a-gunman. Only one shot 
was fired. The gunman would be likely 
to make sure of his work by f: g seV- 
eral shots; or emptying his weapon into 
the victim. 

‘“* The shot was a perfect one. It was 
evidentiy fired by an expert, by a man 
who had.perfect confidence in what a 
45 automatic would do and who was 
calm enough not to overdo the crime. 
The shooting occurred in daylight, when 


people were on the street. One shot 
ht pass as an automobile explosion. 
A series would be more likely to attract 
attention. This might have been in the 
mind of the murderer.”’ 
‘ Another Fault Found. 
Another fault found with the Harris 
story, was that this would mean

Inspector Coughlin’s View. 


Inspector John D. Coughlin, in charge 
of the Detective Bureau, was told that 
the District Attorney of Erie County 
had advised the detention of a certain 
woman. 

‘“I would hate to take the responsi- 
bility for detaining her on the say-so 
of Harris,’’ he said. ‘‘ We will know 
very shortly whether there is anything 
in the confession, when experts on the 
Blwell case begin to question him. 

Inspector Coughlin sent Detective Os- 
wald to Buffalo. Detective Oswald 
worked on the Elwell case from the be- 
ginning, making a trip to Lexington, 
Ky., at one time to investigate a story 
that a parent or brother from Kentucky 
had killed Elwell-for revenge. Detective 
Oswald was instructed to obtain finger- 
prints of Harris. There are, unfortu- 
nately, no finger-prints of the murderer 
in possession of the police. The door- 
knobs, glass panels, chairs and other 
furnitures were worked over inch by

” The story that the mistress of the mur- 
ager conspiracy admitted the gunmen 
with a key was;another detail which 
increased the suspicion against the Har- 
ris confession.

Their 
contemporary possession of the keys 
caused much embarrassment, according 
to Elwell’s chauffeur, and caused him 
to have the lock changed about three 
months before he was murdered. Only 
three keys were made to the new lock, 
accerding to the locksmith, and these 
were all accounted for by the police. 
Mrs. Elwell, widow of the slain horse- 
man, said last night at her residence, 
1,187 Lexington Avenue, that she was 
not interested in the Harris confession.

UNCLE DESCRIBES HARRIS. - 


Lawyer Says He Doesn't Believe 
Prisoner Is of Stable Mind. 


Pinkus H. Goldbaum, an uncle of Har- 
ris, with law offices at 200 Fifth Ave- 
nue and who lives at 664 West 161st 
Street, shed considerable light on the 
character of the prisoner. Mr. Gold- 
baum said: ~ 

‘“‘The young man’s parents died when 
he was very young, or this thing could 
never have happened. Being an orphan 
he had no one to direct him, and theré 
was no one to whom he was responsible 
during the years a young man needs to 
be guided the most. 

‘I, myself, have only seen him a few 
times during the last three years. How- 
ever, as I understood it at the time, he 
was holding the osition of elevator 
operator in the building at the address 

ven in the papers. 

‘* Mentally, I should never have called 
him decidedly well-balanced. He talked 
unusually quickly, apparently’ never 
stopping to think, reaching conclusions 
without due consideration. He had, in 
fact, little sense of deliberation, and is, 
I believe, not of stable mind. 

‘* Whether the story he tells is true or 
false, I have no way as yet of knowing. 
I have no reason to believe one way 
or the other. I, however, have no 
reason to suppose ‘that the young man in 
question is, not rhy ne Ww. 

‘* When a little child he was unusually 
tender-hearted; sensitive to the extreme 
and gentle. He cried more easily than 


any child I knew over another person's 


sorrow or even a sad ‘story. He was 
certainly not the type of boy who be- 
comes a murderer. He was as far from 
the type that becomes.a criminal as any 
one could be. 

‘The last time he was in New York 
about two years ago I met him and 
talking with him. He had with him his 
wife, the woman I believe to be the 
one whom he is reported to have been 
with in Buffalo. He married her in 
Canada. 

‘In Rochester, where his family lived, 
his parents were very highly respected 
When he was fifteen he left his home 
town and came to New York. He 
worked for a number of years in this 
city at one job or another and then went 
to Canada, where he met the womar 
now his wife. Later he returned with 
his bride to New York, where he got the 
position of elevator boy referred to.’’ 


AUNT DOUBTS CONFESSION. 


Bridgeport Foster Parents. Tell of 
Harris’s Escapades There. 


BRIDGEPORT, Conn., April 7.—L. C. 
Cowen of 1,758 Park Avenue and Mrs. 
Blanche Cowen, foster parents of Roy 
Harris, place no credence in: his confes- 
sion to the Buffalo police in connection 
with the murder of Joseph B. Elwell. 

Mrs. Cowen is a sister of Harris's 
mother. The youth’s father was Sam 
Harris, one of the leading clothiers in 
Bridgeport a decade ago. Harris lived. 
with Mr. and Mrs. Cowen- from the time 
he was a small lad until he ran away 
to go on the stage about five years ago. 
He visited his foster parents in Bridge- 


port for a few hours about a year ago, 
Mrs. Cowen said today, During ths reat 
of the time he had been away she be- 
lieved him to be in Canada or Chicago. 

**Roy must be insane to say he par- 
ticipated in Elwell’s murder,’’ said Mrs. 
Cowen. ‘*He wouldn’t harm a dog, 
much less try to murder a man. He

DUNKIN IN REFORMATORY. 


Formér Pal of Harris a Prisoner 
When Elwell Was Slain. 


CHESHIRE, Conn., April 7.—William 
Dunkin, 20 years old, said to have been 
a former pal of Roy Harris in Bridge- 
port, was released from the Connec- 
ticut State Reformatory this morning. 

He was sentenced to the reformatory 
from Bridgeport in December, 1919, and 
had been in custody since that time. 
Reformatory officials sald there was no 
chance that Dunkin could have been in 
New York last June, when Joseph B: 
Elwell was murdered. 

Harris’s Sister Not at Home.

Second Discrepancy Pointed Out. . 


That was the second foint in connec- 
tion with the vicinage of the Elwell 
house that was at variance with the 
facts. The first was the insistence that 
the Elwell home was in Seventy-first 


Street, and the second that the vesti- 
bule of the former Elwell home is ap- 
proached by a limestone stoop, consist- 
ing of two short steps and a wide step, 
about a yard deep, extending from the 
sidewalk across tne front entrance tq 
the basement of the building. 

Harris’s memory at about this point 
became somewhat hazy. 

‘““Was the entrance to the Elwell 
on the right or left side of the build- 
ing?’’ he was asked. 

“T don’t recail that. I was in'a hurry 
to get inside out of the way. A few 
minutes befofe we reached the house 
‘Big Bill’ explained to me that Mrs. 
Fairchild was about going to open the 
door with the key we had, so that the 
whole job wouid be a _ scientific one. 
She had used that word several times 
in our automobile rides. _ She said she 
wanted the job done iu such a way 
that .nobody would suspeci why Elwell 
was killed. 


‘““ At that I got cold feet as we were | 


about to get out of her automobile in 
front of the St. Andrew’s Hotel. I 
said I didn’t want to kill anybody, and 
started to hand the $450 back, but ‘ Big 
Bill’ said: ‘We won't have to get as 
far as Elwell’s house for a murder if 
you begin acting in that way.’ He 
meant he would kill me :nstead.’’ 

Harris then gaid that he and “ Big 
Bill’’ reached the outer vestibule door 
of the Elwell home. Mrs. Fairchild 
started hurriediy east in the direction 
of Broadway. He described both the 
double outer door and the inside inner 
veatibule door accurateiy. even to the 
lace curtain which partly screened the 
interior of the hall of the house from 
the vestibule. 

‘‘Mrs. Fairchild had unlocked both 
doors for us, and we tiptoed inside. 
‘Big Bill’ cautiously turned the lock 
on the inner vestibule door when we 
reached the hall, and then we _ stood 
there for about an hour whispering.’’ 

‘‘What time was that?’’ Harris was 
asked. 

‘““A few minutes after 2 o’clock in the 
morning.’’ 

‘Do you mean 2 o’clock on the morn- 
ing of June 11, 1920?’’ 

“No,” he replied with ‘finality... ‘‘I 
mean 2 o’clock on the morning of June 
12, 1920.’’ 

This reply, contrary to the chrono- 
logical order in which Harris related 
events leading up to the alleged murder 
of Elwell by ‘‘ Big Bill,’’ was inexplic- 
able to the detectives. 

‘“‘ After we were in the hallway about 
an hour,’”’ Harris continued, ‘‘ ‘ Big Bill” 
and I went into the reception room on 
the ground floor of the house, adjoining 
the hall.’’ 

Is the reception room to the left or 
right as you enter? ’”’ 

‘It’s on the left side,’’ he replied. 

‘‘Do you: mean the left side as you 
enter the hall from the vestibule? ”’ 

‘Yes, that’s my recollection of it,’’ 
Harris rejoined. 

His questioners were perplexed by that 
answer, as the entrance to the drawing 
room is on the right of the entrance. 

No jattempt was made to correct Harris 
in his story as he went on, however. 

‘Well, after we had been in the recep- 
tion room about 50 minutes,’’ he con- 
tinued, ‘‘Duncan told me to take a posi- 
tion in the rear of the hall beneath the 
stairs leading to the second floor. - 

‘‘He had given me a .32 calibre Colt 
automatic pistol, which I carried in my 
coat pocket, and he showed me an army 
pistol of .45 calibre, with which he de- 
clared he had killed several Germans. 
He called it ‘ his little horse pistol.’ ”’ 

Harris then was reminded, ‘ Although 
you stood in the hallway for an hour 
and remained in the reception room for 
fifty minutes after that, you insist the 
entrance to the reception room was on 
the left side as you entered?’ 

“ Well, I think it was,’’ he replied, as 
he shifted in his chair. 

‘‘ Where did ‘ Big Bill’ hide? ”’ 

‘‘He remained in the reception room. 
It was dark in there.’ 


Says Elwell Answered Phone. 


While in the Elwell home both he and 
Duncan smoked cigarettes, Harris said. 
They aere Pall Malls. The stub of a 
cigarette found in the reception room 
after the murder, and believed by the 
police to have been smoked by the as- 
sassin, was a Camel. Harris smoked 
Camels while he reviewed his confession 
in jatl here. ; 

“It was after daybreak,’’ Harris con- 
tinued, ‘‘ when we heard a rattling at 
the door. We remained quiet. Some- 
kody—I think it must have been a milk- 
man—turned the kr:iob. We remained 
quiet. 7 

‘““Then, about afanour later, maybe, a 
man came to the inner vestibule door 
and opened it with a key. He walked 
right into the reception room, and after 
turning on the light in the centre of the 
room, turned around and walked up- 
stairs. hd 

** About twenty minutes later the tele- 
phone rang.’’ 

‘* About what time was that?’’ 

“Oh, it must have been around 7 
o’clock.”’ 7 

‘“‘On what floor did the ‘phone ring!” 

““It sounded as though it was ring- 
ing in the reception room, in which 
‘Big Bill’ was hiding. It must have 
been there, because the man, whom I 
later learned was Elweii, came down 
the stairs and answered the ’phone in 
an undertone. ° 

*“*I could only make out the reply to 
some question. He said: ‘ All right; 
I'll be there.’ ’’ 

‘* How was he dressed? ’’ 

‘*He wore the same clothes he came 


in with.” 


“About fifteen minutes later the man 
came downstairs again. I couldn’t see 
what clothes he wore, except I could 
see through the bottom of the balus- 
trade that he wore slippers.’’ 

y 4re you sure he wore slippers?’’ 

When Elwell was found dying in the 
chair in the reception room he was bare- 
footed.” 

‘‘ Where was ° Big Bill’ then?’ 

“He was still hiding in the reception 
room,"’ he said. ‘‘ Elwell went right into 
the reception room and sat down.”’ 

‘‘ Did he stop for anything between the 
bottom of the stairs leading to the sec- 
ond floor and the reception room? ’’ 

** No—oh, yes, he did; he walked over 
to the vestibule door, opened the door 
and looked out.’’ 

‘‘ Did he pick up anything? ”’ 

** No. He just turned around and 
entered the reception room.’’ 

‘“‘Then about fifteen minutes later If 
heard a shot in the reception room. It 
was not the report of a small pistol, it 
was a pistol like ‘ Big Bill’ carried. 


Says Elwell Got No Mall. 


_ ‘*I started to run for the vestibule. 
‘ Big Bill’ beat me to it and got into the 
street ahead of me. ‘Big Bill’ killed 
Elwell. I think he must have shot him 
art te h the head when he fell asleep in 
a chair.’’ 

‘* Did you see Elwell asleep in the 
chair? ’’ 

oe No.” 

‘““Are you sure a letter man didn’t 
deliver several letters at the home 
shortly before Elwell was shot and that 
Elwell was not reading one of the letters 
when killed? ”’ 

**I didn’t see any postman deliver let- 
ters,’ Harris replied. ‘‘I know he 
didn’t’ pick up any letters when he went 
to the door fifteen minutes before he 
was shot.” | 

Investigation revealed that a postman 
had delivered letters to Elwell’s home 
shortly before the shooting, and that 
a mil n was the first person to re- 
spond to the cries for help of Mrs, 

arie Larsen, housekeeper for Elwel& 
when she found her employer dying in 
the reception room with a bullet hole in 
his forehead. . 

Harris said that ‘‘ Mrs. Fairchild "’ and 
‘Jerry ’’ had promised to meet ‘ Bi 
Bill"’ and Harris after they ha 
‘knocked off ’’ Elwell at Central Park 
West and Seventieth Street.

‘I forgot to say,’’ said Harris near 
the close of his story, ‘‘.that, Mrs. Fair- 
child told us‘in the automobile in Van 
> ae ae a Park that we need have no 
ear of being arrested in connection 
with the killing of Elwell, for she had 
everything fixed at the City Hall with 
a prominent politician or city official 
named Cross.”’ 


Scolded for Not Shooting. 


‘* When we were walking through Sev- 
entieth Street at Columbus Avenue,”’ 
said Harris, ‘‘I gave my gun to ‘ Big 
Bill.’ He gave me fits for not using it. 
He said: ‘ You had several chances to 
croak that guy. Why didn’t you shoot 
him when he first started up the stairs?’ 
I told him I didn’t want to kill any- 
body, and he fly told me as we were 
parting at tHe Central Park West corner 
to meet him at the Mills Hotel catrance 
in West Thirty-sixth Street at 2 P. M. 
that day. : 

‘“‘I met him there the next day, but 
he said he had looked all over the ga- 
rages for Jerry and couldn't find him. 
He said he wanted to collect the balance 
of the $5,000 Mrs/ Fairchild had offered 
for the killing of Elwell. 

“Then Big Bill told me to meet him 
in front of the Marie Antoinette Hotel 
the following Monday night, when he 
was sure Mrs. Fairchild and Jerry 
would appear in the limousine... I met 
him there, and when they failed to ap- 
pear he said: ‘ Well, I’ve got two bul- 
lets left in my little horse pistol for 
that Fairchild chicken ‘and her dressed- 
up chauffeur.’ This was the last I saw 
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of Big Bill. I haven’t seen Mrs. Fair- 
child since except to see her picture in

I never 
saw Mrs. Elwell, that I know of,’’ Har- 
ris added. 

Harris said he was born at Bridgeport, 
Conn., 23 years ago, and that his parents 
died when he was. a boy. He lived 
there with his sister until she was mar- 
ried about seven years ago, and then 
moved with her to an address in West 
Seventy-sixth Street, where she resides. 
He refused to reveal her name and ad- 
dress. 

He said he was married in St. Cather- 
ines, Ont., to Jessie Walters of that city 
She was said to be the daughter of a 
Canadian Government official. 

Mrs. Harris said she married the pris- 
oner under the name of Bernard. They 
have a child three years old. Her hus- 
band disappeared almost eight months 
ago, she said, and while she was seek- 
ing employment here on Tuesday after: 
noon last, she met

he was registered at the hotel under the 
name of

She declared they became reconciled, 
and, after dining at the hotel Wednes- 
day afternoon, they started for a motion- 
picture theatre, when Detectives Flynn 
and Howell apprehended her husband.

The manager of the Bretton Hall 
Hotel, Eighty-sixth Street and Broad- 
way, after an examination of the 
records of the hotel for the last several 
months, said that no ‘‘ Mrs. Fairchild ”’ 
had registered there. He said that sev- 
eral inquiries had been received at the 
hotel during the day regarding ‘‘ Mrs.

FIVE CAUGHT IN CHASE 
AFTER SHOTS ARE FIRED 


Detectives Use Pistols in Union 


Square Neighborhood When 
Young Men Fail to Halt. — 


The Union Square neighborhood was 
startled early this morning by a run- 
ning pistol fight between four detectives 


and five young men, all of whom were 
captured in streets just off the square. 
Precisely why the detectives emptied 
their pistols at the fugitives was not 
clear, though they said all the men had 
records and charged all of them with 
being suspicious persons. No pistols 
were found on the captives, but the de- 
tectives said they found a blackjack 
‘“‘near’’ one of them and that another 
had some .45 calibre pistol cartridges 
in a pocket. 

The detectives were O’Leary, Riley, 
Joseph and Diver. They were returning 
from an uptown dinner party in an au- 
tomobile and were driving in East Fif- 
teenth Street near Irving Place when 
they saw a man whom oen of them said 
he recognized as a gunman. The car 
was halted and one of the detectives 
said good night to his companions and 
pretended to enter a house, The sus- 
pected man, however, noticed that he 
lurked in the doorway and started to 
run, stampeding four companions. 

The other three detectives jumped from 
the car, called to the men to halt, and 
then started in pursuit. The fugitives 
reached Union Square Park, and the de- 
tectives, taking advantage of the sparse- 
ly tenanted park area, began to shoot. 
They said the men returned their fire. 

The whole neighborhood was aroused 
by the time the men were cornered in 

There the 
five men explained to: the detectives 
that they had run away because they 
had mistaken the guardians of the law 
for bandits.

CITES GERMAN’ EVASIONS 


Gave Lucrative Jobs to Ex-Officers, 
He Says—Thanks America and 
Asks Moral Support. 


‘The children of Francé will pay the 
debts contracted by their fathers in the 
World War,’ said René Viviani, first 
war Premier of France and now that 
country’s Envoy Extraordinary to thé 
United States, in an address delivered 
at the Chamber of Commerce of the 
State of New York yesterday. At the 
game time he asked that the moral 
support of this country be placed solidly 
behind France’s demands on Germany 
for just and right reparations. 

+ M. Viviani’s address, which was in 
French, was interpreted by Marcel 
Knecht, general secretary, and was 
frequently applauded. M. Viviani said 
in part: \ 

“If instead of having been the vic- 
tors we had been the vanquishéd, we 
would have found no magnanimity. We 
only claim that the military pensions to 
our widows and to our mutilated men as | 
well as the reparations of the occupled | 
departments should be paid in nature 
or in cash by Germany. 

“It is just this reparation which 
France cannot obtain, under the pretext 
that the sums are too high. Is it not, 
however, absolutely exact that the price 
of everything on earth has risen during 
the war? It is the very consequence of 
the war, and Germany, who has ac- 
cepted the responsibilities of this war, 
must be responsible for its consequences. 

“‘Some have said that the claim of 
France was exaggerated. It is a lie. 
the French experts have, since the 
treaty, lowered still more, particularly 
in the recent Paris conference, their 
claim and reduced their right. It is 
necessary to go over those figures to 
realize that France abandoned more 
than one-third of what she had the 
right to ask for, that a very long delay 


was granted to Germany, and that, 
moreover, excepting the military pen- 
sions, the reductions partly apply to 
reparations in nature.”’

| Rush of Liquors to Places of 
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Safety Follows. Increased 
_ Activity. 


MANY ARRESTS ARE MADE 


Enright Asks 1,000 More Aids and 
$200,000—Other Branches 
Seek Reinforcements. 


Great police activity against liquor 


‘pellers continued yesterday. Few pro- 


hibited drinks were sold across promi- 
ment bars, but the rush to move liquor 
stocks to safer places caused: many 
seizures of liquor in transportation and 
several arrests. 

Isolated whisky and wine selling con- 
tinued here and there, in spite of. the 
11,000 new dry agents, and a number of 
arrests of. this kind were made. The 
Hotel Weylin, at 40 East Fifty-fourth 
Street, was the scene of two arrests for 
selling champagne. 

As arrests continued in large numbers 
the difficulties of enforcing the State 
prohibition laws and of dealing with 
the multitude of new crimes resulting 
from them became more and more ap- 
parent, .. 

Commissioner Enright’s demand for 
1,000 more policemen was followed yes- 
terday by a statement of Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Joab L. Banton that the 
enlargement of the Court of Special Ses- 
sions would be necessary to make it pos- 
sible to dispatch the liquor cases. 

Twelve members of the staff of the 
District Attorney were assigned specifi- 
cally to the work of prosecuting liquor 
-cases, making it probable that a request 
will be made later on the Legislature 
for an increase of the staff of the Dis- 
trict Attorney. ' 

Another fortification of the city’s 
liquor fighting plant which will soon be 
badly needed, it was said, was the en-. 
largement of ‘the laboratory of the 
Health Department for chemical analy- 
gis. Commissioner Enright has ordered 
that. in all doubtful cases samples of 
liquor shall be sent by policemen for 


. chemical analysis by the city. Hundreds 


of such samples were taken yesterday 
and Wednesday and sent to the city’s 
laboratory. The analysis of liquor is 
complicated by the fact that the mere 
detection of more than half of 1 per 
cent. of alcohol is not enough to make 
out a case against the beverage. The 
fvarious patent medicines and compounds 
which are allowable, under the ruling of 
ex-Attorney General Palmer, have flood- 
ed the retail liquor market in such vol- 
umes that it is necessary to discriminate 
between straight liquor, liquor mas- 
querading as medicines and powerful 
but lawful tonics. 


Enright Asks $200,000 More. 


Commissioner Enright’s demand for 
1,000 new men: is pretty sure to be 
beaten before the Board of Estimate and 
his request for $200,000 for expenses in 
getting evidence against liquor sellers is 
likely to be greatly modified, entirely 
disregarded, it was reported yesterday 
at City Hall.

Gov- 
ernor Miller said later that consideration 
for the loyal and efficient service ren- 
dered to the State by Dr. Pilgrim during 
a@ period of nearly forty years had some- 
thing to do with his decision. 
Commissioner Higgins, in filing his 
resignation, made public a statement in 
which he acc the Governor of mis 
1 the public when ne declared that 
‘the appropriation made for the Hospital 
Department by the present Législature 
would afford a better ratio of physicians 
and attendants to the number of pa- 
tients than at any time during the last 
ten years.

‘*No more misleading statement has 
deen uttered by any public official in 
the State Capitol for years,'’ said Com- 

ee pe ger ‘My criticism was 
not directed at the Governor, but at: the 

ature, I was formerly a legis-

““T am not certain enough myself to 
send a message on the gubject,’’ the 
Governor said. ‘‘ What I have in mind 
was something -.constructive.. I think 
I have already said that I did not favor 
any mere ~ gunning” expedition. We 
have too many construative things on 
hand. I do not favor ee ier started 
for some supposed political advantage. I 
think that anything that had that com- 
plexion would be very unfortunate. Any 
investigation that would not lead to 
something constructive would not be 
very useful. The mere hunting of graft 
—I suppose there is always more or less 
of it, differing only in degree—is not in 
itself what I have favored, but something 
that would lead to some constructive re- 
sult, and I have not thought that such 
an investigation should be limited. 

‘“‘There is one thing to my mind that 
is perfectly clear, that I have said all 
along. avery hoty admits that a char- 
ter revision is required. That was the 
fundamental thing at the bottom of my 
suggestion. An investigation such as a 
legislative committee could conduct 
would be appropriate to pave the way 
for the constructive work which a re- 
vision commission would have to do, and 
it seemed to me so plain that that was 
needed that I think I said to you that I 
favored it. I still favor it, but I am not 
possing the Legislature.’’ 


FILM CENSORSHIP BILL 
DELAYED IN SENATE 


Shunting to General Orders Calen- 
dar Is Not Expected to 
Stop Passage.

ALBANY, April 7.—-In amended form, 
the Lusk-Clayton bill, creating a State 
censorship commission for regulation of 
motion pictures, was reported favorably 
to the Senate today by the Finance Com- 
mittee, The amendments reduce ma- 
terially the license fees which the 
original bill imposed. 

Assembly Republicans are expected to 
favor passage of the measure, and 
Speaker Machold will call a conference 
on it early next week, at which passage 
will be pledged. ' 

The measure, when reported to the 
Senate today, was shunted into the gen- 
eral orders calendar by objection of Mi- 
nority Leader Walker. At this stage of 
the session a special rule will have to 
be used to get the bill out of general or- 
ders. It is usually conceded, near the 
end of a session, that a bill sent to gen- 
eral orders is as good as dead, but the 
movie censorship measure undoubtedly 
will be revived. 

Governor Miller has expressed himself 
as favoring State regulation of motion 
pictures, and his word has yet to be 
challenged by the Legislature.

HINTS MANNING IS GUILTY 


He Is Sole Witness for the Defense 
—Caso Is Expected to Go t& 
the Jury Today. 


'. COVINGTON, Ga., April 7.—Presenta- 
+ tion of evidence wes completed and 
argument, begun late today in the trial 
of John §. Williams, J: County 
plantation owner, who fs charged with 
the murder of Lindsey Peterson, one of 
the eleven megro farmhands who are 
said to-have ‘met death while held in 
peonage, on his place, The case is ex-; 
pected to reach the jury tomorrow. 

Williams, who took the stand today 

, Smid asserted his “‘ absolute innocence ” 
of the charge, was the only witnéss for 
the defense. . He was not sworn and his 
testimony was, therefore, concluded with 
the direct examination because of a 
Georgia law which does not permit the 
_ €ress-examination of ‘an unsworn de- 
fendant.

Preston and Harry Price, three drowned 
the same night in Newton County. He 
ts on tria) for murder of Peterson and 
he did. not go into the other cases. 

The defendant, accused by the State 
of ‘‘ Georgia's most atrocious murders,’’ 
was aS cool today as any of the spec- 
tators who packed the courtroom almost 
to. suffocation to hear his story.

Pretests His Innocence. 


Williams asserted he was ‘‘ falsely ac- 
cused’ and added, ‘‘ what they done 
to hinj. (Manning) to make him accuse 
me I m’t know.” 

“‘I did not snow what he was going 
to say until we heard him on the 
atand,’’ he. said. , 

“TI am apoubatety innocent,’’ he told 
the jury in conclusion. 

The State’ had rested earlier in the day 
with introduction of Rena Manning, 
wife of Clyde Manning, and Sheriff B. 
1,. Johnson of Newton County, in an ef- 
fort to corroborate parts of Manning's 
story. ‘The woman testified that the ne- 
groes left with Williams, Manning und 
Charlie Chisholm the. night they were 
last seen alive, as Manning had de- 
ne asalll _ Sheriff Johnson said Manning 
identified the three bodies found in New- 
ton County and later confessed and told 
where the others could be found. 

The fact that no defense  testi- 
mony other than that of Williams was 
introduced permitted Williams’s counsel 
to = and close.

ONE OF THE CONSEQUENCES. 
In lew, in logic, and in fair dealing, 
it would seem that there could be no 


answer. to Secretary Hucues’s state- 
ment of the grounds upon which we 
withhold assent to the mandate of 
Japan over the Island of Yap save 
compliance with his courteous but 
amply supported request for reconsid- 
eration. It cannot be disputed that 
“the right to dispose of the overseas 
** possessions of Germany was secured 
** only through the victory of the 
¥ Allied and Associated Powers.’’ That 
is acknowledged in the Treaty signed 
and ratified by the Allied Powers, in 
which Germany renounces her rights 
and titles in this island ‘‘ in favor of 
“* the principal Allied and Associated 
** Powers."" There is a further ac- 
knowledgment, though a strange one, 
in the mandate itself which recites 
that ‘‘ the principal Allied and Asso- 
ciated Powers ’’ have agreed that the 
mandate should be conferred upon the 
Emperor of Japan. The United States, 
which -was certainly an ‘‘ Associated 
Power,’’ agreed to nothing of the 
kind. 

Mr. Huaues was able to quote from 
Mr. Wiuson’s letter of March 3, 1921, 
lodged with the State Department, 
in which he declares that he ‘‘ never 
** consented to the assigning of the 
‘Island of Yap to Japan.’’. On the 
contrary, he made a special reserva- 
tion regarding that island, a reserva- 
tion never abandoned or modified. 
is plain, therefore, that rights and 
interests of the United States were 
disposed of without its consent. Sec- 
retary Hugues states our position, 
which is the position taken in the 
Coiby. note, very convincingly, when 
he says: 

It is a cause of regret to this Gov- 
ernment that, after and despite this 
protest, there should have been any 
attempt to pass upon drafts of man- 
dates purporting to deal with, the 
Pacific islands, including Yap, and 
that a mandate should have been ap- 
proved or attempted to be put into 
effect which, while purporting to be 
made in the name of the United 
States, was without the assent of the 
United: States. This Government 
trusts that this action, which it, must 
assume was taken under a misappre- 
hension, will be reconsidered. 

-It is the general opinion in Wash- 
ington that Mr. Huaues has presented 
a ** perfect case.’’ It would seem so. 
Tt would seem, too, as we have said, 
that in view of the merits of the case 
and of its convincing presentation, the 
answer naturally to be expected from 
the other Powers would be an assur- 
ance that the matter would be recon- 
sidered, particularly as we seek no 
exclusive interest in the Island of 
Yap, but ask only an equality of privi- 
Aége there for all the Powers, includ- 
i Japan. 

‘That an assenting reply will be made 

Mr. HuGuHes’s note is only a belief. 
It is something short of full convic- 
tion, : since in these matters between 
mations difference of view, rivalry of 
igterest, prepossession in favor of a 
decision already taken, must be reck- 
oned with. We hope these Powers, 
actuated by the friendliest sentiments 
toward us, will be persuaded. What 
if they are not persuaded? The con- 
sequences of their declining to comply 
with our request need not now be 
considered specifically, in detail:. But 
Whatever they may be, they might all 
have been avoided had we by ratifying 
the Treaty of Versailles continued our 
felations of full understanding and 

co-operation with the other Powers.

It is a 
condition that cals for the sober con- 
sideration of the people of the United 
States. 


ANOTHER GREAT WHEAT CROP. 

The Department of Agriculture esti- 
mates a production ‘of 43,237,000 more 
bushels. of Winter wheat than last 
year’s crop. Two million more acres 
Were sown, and because of the mild- 
ness of the Winter fower than usual 
were abandoned. The present condi- 
tion is 90, against 75 last year. Con- 
sidering that the war crops were phe- 
nomenal, it must be admitted that the 
fourth largest estimate of yield is 
generous from any standpoint, and ex- 
cessive for the farmers, or even for 
those who think more of price than 
quantity. But it is a pleasant duty to 
tell the world that there is promise of 
moré for the hungry; if not of food 
for all, at least more than was ex- 
pected, and at prices nearer within 
their reach. 

The farmers appear as better friends 
of the hungry than of themselves. It 
would be easy and agreeable to think 
that the farmers are not so badly oft 
as they think becauso they have lost 
part of the profits on a single crop. 
They still have their land, and, with 
cheaper labor, it will be easy for them 
to make up what they lost when 
others, too, were losing. There is no 
monopoly. of misfortuue in the sequels 
of wars. Production is the path to 
plenty, and the workers are the true 
benefactors of humanity. 








ART AND MODERN LIFE. 
The Architectural League exhibition 
is held this year in the new wing of 
the Metropolitan Museum. At no 
other time in the history of the league 
would such a contact with the art and 
traditions of the past have been more 
appropriate. By extending its boun- 
daries and including within its exhi- 
bition field all the arts—'‘ lesser arts ” 
Morris reluctantly consented to call 
them—contributing to the comfort and 
pleasure of life within walls, it has 
become at once more modern and more 
directly the heir of the earlier periods 
of civilization. 
It took all the forces of modern in- 
dustrialism fortified by machinery to 
establish a specialization ruinous to 
the health of art. The present exhi- 
bition of the Architectural League, 
with its admirable textiles, ceramics, 
metal work, tiles and other decorative 
furnishings, indicates clearly enough 
the long step that has been taken to- 
ward creating a worthy and beautiful 
art for the machine which, under the 
conditions of a democracy such as 
ours, means creating an art for the 
people. 
The artists no longer are despising 
the machine and the people no longer 
are under the illusion that it can satis- 
fy them without the artists back of it. 
This, of course, is the first stage in 
a true renaissance of art, which never 
ean flourish in rebellion against the 
social fabric. 
Those who still, with Morris, choose 
to be thirteenth century men may 
comfort themselves by remembering 
that the great artists of the past made 
avid use of every resource of science 
open to them, pounced upon the new 
method of painting in oll], gloried in 
the inexhaustible problems of Gothic 
building, were chemists by night to 
learn the best ways of preserving the 
pictures they painted by day. Who 
would dare question the interest in 
modern machinery of such an artist as 
Leonarpo of the ‘‘ Mona Lisa,” the 
treatise on hydraulics, the flying ma- 
chine? 
THE RAILWAY WAGE QUESTION. 

The Railway Labor Board has 
promptly decided that it will not allow 
the New York Central Railroad to re- 
duce wages provisionally, in anticipa- 
tion of the board’s decision on the 
merits. If the merits could be decided 
with equal promptness better progress 
would be made, but the routine is tak- 
ing unconscionable time. The argu- 
ments over the national agreements 
have been pending months, and the 
workers have not yet given their evi- 
dence in answer to the companies’ 
proof of waste. The reason for men- 
tioning the agreements in connection 
with the wage disputé is that under 
the agreements back pay has been col- 
lected for years. In, one case 1,140 
hours’ pay was collected for 228 hours’ 
service. On Feb, 1-$102,419,680 back 
pay for May and June, under the 
award of July 20, was debited to the 
companies. But the companies have 
no such recourse against the men, in 
the event that the: forthcoming deci- 
sion:on the merits should be that the 
wages ought to be reduced. Evidently 
what is sauce for the goose is not 
sauce for the gander in the case of 
the railways, 

It seems to be impossible to create 
any general perception that there are 
now no rich roads in the country. The 
latest figures for the Centrai are that 
it earned a deficit of $430,322 on a 
Gecrease of earnings of $172,902. In- 
crease of traffic is no remedy for the 
present situation. The greator the

ways. are universal factors in all 
profits and losses—that is, in all un- 
dertakings employing labor and capi- 
ital. The first blow an alien enemy 
would strike at an invaded country 
‘would be to cut communications. ‘The 
refusal of the means of’ livelihood to 
railways is but one step removed from 
stopping livelihood in industry’ gen- 
erally. In the British miners’ strike 
England fears the cessation of railway 
service. By a slower process our offi- 
cial regulators are crippling. our rail- 
ways. ; 

The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion for years allowed too low rates. 
The Labor Board is now proceeding 
with equal leisure to makes up its mind, 
as though the country were still hostile 
to the railways and the presumption 
were against them even over their 
prima facie proof. President HarpIna 
feels the change in popular sentiment. 
He is hearing all interests in the rail- 
way matter, as is right. but he is not” 
going over the heads of the Labor 
Board. That. has been announced 
plainly and setni-officially. It is no 
less clear even to the Labor Board 
that its procedure is under the Presi- 
dent’s observation. A <ecision on the 
merits is on the way, and it must be 
nearer by as many months as have 
passed without reaching it. 


WORK FOR THE POLICE. 

Probably a majority of the inhab- 
itants of New York City would have 
opposed the State prohibition laws, 
but those laws are now on the statute 
books and they must be enforced. 
Commissioner ENRIGHT made a good 
start with sixteen arrests on the first 
day. He has asked for 1,000 addi- 
tional patrolmen to take care of the 
extra work involved by these new 
duties and for an addition of $100,000 
to the Police Department’s contingent 
fund. One hundred thousand dollars 
is a considerable sum, but everybody 
knows that the price of liquor is high, 
whether bought for use as evidence of 
not. The law is the law and it must 
be énforced. 

It is a coincidence that on this day 
which saw’ sixteen arrests for viola- 
tion of the State prohibition laws six- 
teen automobiles were stolen in New. 
York City. There is also a law against 
stealing automobiles, and it may not 
be seditious to suggest that this law, 


have been trying to enforce the laws 
against murder, robbery and other 
crimes, and have had'‘their hands full. 
To load upon them the task of sup- 
pressing the sale of liquor in a city 
which wants to buy liquor will add a 
good deal to their worries. Many stu- 
dents of American police administra- 
tion are convinced that one of the 
chief reasons why that administration 
is notably inferior to the police sys- 
tems of many foreign countries is the 
American habit of making the police 
moral censors as well as guardians 
against crime, but the distinction be- 
tween immorality and crime is un- 
American and ought to be obliterated. 
As for the true prohibitionist, he is 
not apt to care how many automobiles 
are stolen, so long as those who sell 
liquor are promptly brought into 
court. 

This view, however, is confined to 
somewhat limited circles, Governor 
MILLER’S warning to the Police Com- 
missioner that the law would have to 
be enforced is entirely proper, and 
presumably it applies to all laws as 
much as to those against the liquor 
traffic. For instance, Sections 887 
and 894 of the Criminal Code make 
it the duty of the police to arrest all 
persons found on the streets with faces 
painted or discolored. If the Allied 
Citizens ,of America should take up 
that question in a serious way—but 
let us not pursue the thought. Still 
the law is the law and it must be en- 
forced. 

It is easy enough to be facetious 
about all this, but it is not a comic 
theme. A police department which 
was having little enough success in 
suppressing major crimes is now 
charged with the duty of seeking out 
a large number of persons who are 
committing a statutory offense. Com- 
missioner ENRIGHT seems to be going 
at it in the right way by asking for 
a thousand more men. It has to be 
done, no matter what it costs, and it 
is better to enroll more men than to 
heap these extra duties on a force 
already overburdened.

and Queens, for instance. But all 
these excuses and feints ‘merely cover 
the real and acknowledged purpose of 
the local Republican bosslets. As a 
‘‘ prominent . Republican lawmaker 
from New York City’’ tells the 
Albany correspondent of Taz Tres, 
the investigation ‘‘ might take Mayor 
‘* HYLAN out of the running and bring 
“into the race some man yet .un- 
** known, who might prove stronger 
‘* and more difficult to beat.’’ 

There you have the ingenuous local 
Republican plan. The city Repub- 
lican machine doesn’t care a rap 
whether New York is well governed 
or ill governed. It prefers its old 
ally’ Tammany to a fusion Adminis- 
tration. It wants Mayor HYLAN re- 
nominated. It fears that an investi- 
gation might leave him too weak to 
get a renomination. Throwing away 
cynically as a thing of no account a 
competent and economical City Gov- 
ernment, it is willing to.venture on 
the desperate hope of electing a 
straight Republican ticket. The vote 
of Governor SMITH last Fall covers 
the city Republican sages with goose- 
flesh. The renomination of Mr. 
Hyuan is the only comfort they can 
see. So they beg the Republicans at 
Albany not to pursue him. What is 
a little thing like good government 
among friends? 

This selfish, sordid attitude of the 
local bosslets and the weak and shuf- 
fling course of the Republican leaders 
in the Legislature injure the Repub- 
lican Party. Apparently the Republi- 
cans in the Legislature can’t be 
brought to consent to any intelligent 
and Iqng-sighted policy unless Gov- 
ernor Mruuer takes them by the scruff 
of the neck. He has said that he 
favored an investigation if there was 
evidence to show its necessity. The 
evidence is in his hands. Moreover, 
he is striving to give the State eco- 


nomical and efficient... government. 
Has this city such a government? Or 
is it just an excepted district, an en- 
clave of misrule, whose interests are 
nothing compared to the projects and 
fortunes of the Republican machine? 
Governor MILLER has mastered the 
malcontents so far. He can’t afford 
to yield to them now. They have to 
be clubbed into submission to reform. 








THE JUBILANT IRRECONCILABLES. 


These are days of joy unconfined for 
the stern and unbending Senators at 
Washington. They believe that their 
day of full triumph has come. Fora 
long time they were forced to pre- 
tend a decent respect for the opinions 
of the colleges and the churches and 
the labor organizations that urged the 
entry of this country into the League 
of Nations. So there was a grave ap- 
pearance of conscientious and patriotic 
scruples on the part of the irrecon- 
cilables in the Senate. They wanted 
to ratify the ‘Treaty, but. with 
changes; they were anxious for a safe 
and workable League, but’ WILSON 
wouldn't let them have it. But now 
the time has come in their play when 
the stage directions are: ‘‘ All un- 
mask."’ 

Today the irreconcilable mask is 
off. The Senators who quibbled about 
the Treaty were really against it in 
any form. They did not want to 
alter the League; they meant to kill 
it. And now, having tasted blood, 
they are ready to kill also Mr. Har- 
pING’s ‘‘ association.” They will have 
nothing of the kind, in any shape or 
manner. Having, as they think, 
made a wreck of all the plans to en- 
able America to take a useful part in 
a world-settlement, they are dancing 
on the ruin which they wrought, and 
making no concealment of their pur- 
pose to conduct, from the first and 
all the way through, the foreign rela- 
tions of this Government. 

A candid friend would tell them that 
they are in danger of overplaying 
their part. They are just a bit too 
confident that they are victorious and 
invincible. The atmosphere which 
they seek to create by their outgivings 
is a trifle over-aglow with their rosy 
hopes. There is evident a certain 
exaggeration in this, designed for ef- 
fect. These Senators cannot really 
expect Secretary HuGugs and Presi- 
dent HarpiIna meekly to accept their 
dictation. Mr. Harpina told the 
Senate last December that he should 
jealously guard the constitutional 
rights and privileges of the Executive. 
He cannot irresolutely stand by and 
see them usurped or destroyed by the 
jubilating irreconcilables. The pitch 
of pride which they are displaying or 
feigning is of the kind that goes be- 
fore destruction. They had best do 
their gloating and vainglorying early, 
for later their paeans may become 
dirges. 








NO CAUSE FOR SURPRISE. ° 


Mr. SAMUEL UNTERMYER expresses 
surprise that, in view of the convic- 
tion of BRINDELL and others, no effort 
has been made to reform the Building 
Trades Council, either by the Building 
Trades Department of the American 
Federation of Labor or by SsMUEL 
GomPgERs and his associates in high 
command. Mr. UNTERMYER was 
doubtless indulging in a dramatic 
gesture. There is really no cause for 
surprise. As we have pointed out, the 
present situation duplicates that of the 
conviction of SaM Parks. When the

‘Where labor 
organizations are conducted in the 
manner of BRINDELL, employers are 
faced with the hard alternative of 
joining a criminal conspiracy against 
the public welfare or being put out of 
business. One of the most striking 
features of the conditions which Mr. 
UNTERMYER laid bare was the stories 
of honest and able employers who were 
thus ruined by BRINDELL. 


Mr. Gompsrs is leader of one of the 
momentous movements in contem- 
porary life and his leadership has for 
the most part been wise and patriotic. 
But he is losing a great opportunity. 
Labor in the building trades is the

Poetry Society that 
publishes a magazine the contents of 
which consist entirely of poems contrib- 
uted by students as yet ungraduated. At 
any rate, No. 1 of Vol. I. has appeared, 
and that is as much of a beginning as 
any magazine can have; and if The 
Scrip—a name Selected for reasons pre- 
sumably sound, but not obvious to the 
uninitiate—should happen to have a brief 
career, that only would put it in the 
company of many another worthy, and 
not a few justly famous, adventurers 
into periodical existence. 

The society, it seems, has fourteen 
‘‘active members,’’ whence one infers 
that this organization believes or hopes 
that it has fourteen poets on tap, or on 
deck, or whatever may be the proper 
phrase, and fourteen poets are more 
than any college is expected to have at 
one time. That Dartmouth has fourteen 
students who can write verse is credi- 
ble, however, and the specimens of their 
ability presented in this primal issue of 
The Scrip are all at least evidence of 
laudable ambition. 

One could wish that the contributor 
whose offering stands in first place on 
the first page had been told, before he 
wrote, the great truth that “ there is no 
such thing as poetic license,’’ for then, 
probably, he would not have coupled 
‘ shadow ”’ with ‘* meadow,”’ or

HOSPITAL COMMISSIONERS. 


Removal of. Dr. Pilgrim and Mr, 
Higgins a Blow to the Service. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The: resignation or removal of Dr. 
Pilgrim and Mr. Higgins as State Hos- 
pital Commissioners would practically 
leave the department without any ex- 
perienced Commissioner, as Commission- 
er Morgan is not in good health. The 
charge against these Commissioners 
seems to be that they issued a state- 
ment to the press that the Appropriation 
bill, which was then pending, did not 
provide adequate funds for the proper 
care and treatment of the patients. This 
statement was, ‘it is said, based on the 
fact that the proportion of physicians 
to patients was, notwithstanding their 
protest, placed at 1 to 200 instead of 1 
to 150, and of attendants to patients 1 
to 10 instead of 1 to 8 This reduction 
would officially standardize what war 
conditions had temporarily compelled. 

Whether or not it was proper for the 
Commissioners to send out this statement 
before conferring with the Governor or 
at all is a question which need not at 
present be discussed in view of the 
graver issues at’stake. The real ques- 
tion is whether the standards which were 
forced on the hospitals by war conditions 
are now: to be accepted as adequate or 
whether funds will be made available 
to bring them up to their previous level 
or to what every person who is in a 
position to judge believes will be ade- 
quate for the proper study and treat- 
ment of the patients. The hospitals 
have always been managed economically 
and have been a marvel of efficiency. 
Repeated investigations, usually quite 
hostile, have proved this. Even during 
such an expensive year as 1920 the cost 
of maintenance was only 88 cents a 
day, which was, of course, due principal- 
ly to inability to fill needed positions. 
The commission and the Superinten- 
dents of the hospitals, all highly quali- 
fied, well-tried men, and a_ well-or- 
ganized nucleus of experienced phy- 
sicians, executives and employes have 
during the war period: gone to the ex- 
treme limit of devoted service. In order 
to maintain at least the requirements 
of safety and decency and custodial care 
they have, to an extent which would 
have previously seemed impracticable, 
used patients to help carry on the work, 
even permitting some of them to carry 
keys. Had it not been for the character 
and trained ability which these men 
and women were able to place at the 
service of the State, grave scandals, 
abusés and danger to the public would 
have unquestionably resulted. 

During aljl this period the Commission- 
ers and the Superintendents have re- 
ceived no increase in their salaries, which 
are exactly what they were in 1914. It 
would seem as though such a radical 
step as the removal of these Commis- 
sioners for an act which, whether in 
accordance with the best procedure or 
not, was actuated by zeal for the help- 
less charges committed to their care 
would be a great injustice, and extreme- 
ly ‘prejudicial to the proper administra- 
tion of the department and of the hos- 
pitals. It is to be hoped that the thou- 


sands of citizens who feel a deep inter- 
est in the insane and the State system 
of dealing with mental disorders will 
take active steps to aid the Governor 
and the Legislature to understand the 
situation and to prevent the removal of 
who are simply 
trying to protect the helpless. 

As previous to becoming Medical Super- 
intendent of Bloomingdale Hospital ten 
years ago, I was for fourteen years em- 
ployed in the State Hospital Service in 
the position of physician, Superintendent 
and Medical. Inspector, and as I have 
continued to take an active interest in 
it, I am able to speak from knowledge 


and experience.

Ex-Crown Prince of Bavaria 
Finally Weds the Princess 
Antoinette of Luxembourg.

HIS JUNIOR BY 30 YEARS 


Bridegroom Was Dismissed From 
Command by Hindenburg — Pro- 
scribed by Allies for War Crimes. 


BERLIN, April 7.—Former Crown 
Prince Rupprecht of Bavaria and Prin- 
cess Antoinette of Luxembourg were 
married today at Hohenburg Castle, the 
Luxembourg chateau near Toelz in 
Upper Bavaria, in ¢he presence of the 
members of the Saxon and other royal 
families. 

The witnesses for this, the civil cere- 
mony, were the Grand Duke of Baden 
and Prince Francis of Bavarta. The 
church ceremony will be performed by 
Mer. Pacelli, the Papal Nuncio. 


The engagement of Crown Prince 
Rupprecht to Princess Antoinette of 
Luxembourg was first announced in Sep- 
tember, 1918, when the Prince, who had 
been in command of an army group in 
Belgium and France, violently quarreled 
with Hindenburg and Ludendorff and 
was retired. 

When the revolution took place 
Bavaria im the followin 
throwing out the family of Wittelsbach. 
his friends tor a time, on account of 
the importance of his family and of 
Bavaria in the empire, put forward his 
claim to the imperial throne, which 
William II. had just abdicated. It was 
then announced that the wedding would 
take place in the following January. In 
February, 1919, it was reported to have 
been postponed again. 

Meanwhile the American army occu- 
pied Luxembourg, and Princess Mari 
Adelaide had abdicated there as Grand 
uchess in favor of her sister, Princess 
Charlotte, and Prince Rupprecht had 
gone to Switzerland and had been pro- 
scribed by the Allies for having acted 
contrary to the rules of war.

MILAN, April 7.—Padre Agostino de 
Montefeltro, who staod in the first rank 
of the great European pulpit orators of 
the last century, has juet died at Pisa 
in his 82d year.

E. W. HORNUNG, AUTHOR 
OF ‘RAFFLES,’ DEAD 


English Novelist, Brother-in-Law 
of Conan Doyle, a Victim of 
Influenza in France. 


Word reached here yesterday of the 
death on March 22, at St. Jean de Luz, 
France, of influenza, or ©. W. Hornung, 
the English short story writer and 
novelist, who created the famous char- 
acter of the amateuzs cracksman 
‘*‘ Raffles,’’ thereby setting a fashion 
that Has been followed by many other 
writers of recent years. 

Although he was born in England, in 
1866, Australia was given the credit for 
much of his earlier work, for he had 
lived there as a youth end had gathered 
the material fow man: of his stories, 
notably ‘‘ A: Bride Fron the Bush”’ 
and the vivid bandit tale, '‘ Stingarce.”’

No Information. in Messages 
Revealed to British Firms, 
White Paper Says. 


CALLED ENEMY PROPAGANDA 


Charges of Deliberate Delaying of 
Dispatches Also Are Held 
to Be Baacless.

LONDON, April 7.—Categorical denial 
that there is any truth in allegations 
that. the British Government deliberately 
delayed American cable messages and 
communicated commercial information 
contained in them to British firms is 
contained in correspondence between the

Secretary Colby, in answering the Brit- 
ish Ambassador’s letter, sent a Hast of 
the number of cases in which delay had 
occurred. ‘There were between fifty and 
sixty of these, but as many of the mes- 
sages were sent by private firms they 
have not, at the special request of the 
United States Government, been in- 
cluded in the White Paper. Only in- 
stances in which American Government 
dispatches were concerned are printed, 
and in these delays the experience ran 
from three to ten days. Various cities 
on the Continent of Europe were the 
places where these dispatches were filed. 
The British reply to Secretary Colby 
was sent in February and was sign 
by Lord Curzon, Foreign Secretary. It 
begins by calling attention to the fact 
that practically all the examples given 
were two years old, and that the dif- 
ficulty of tracing them was_ increased 
by fatlure to give the addresses or 
names of the offices of origin. Ruling 
out complaints it was thus impossible 
to consider, only four were left of which 
two referred to the same dispatch. That 
reduced the complaints to two, and as 
one of the cables to which these referred 
spoke of great improvement in cable 
service as having already occurred, it 
seemed these were the only instances 
out of the many which Colby had cited 
that had occurred recently and which 
it wes appease to investigate. 

The British reply then makes some 
general observations with regard to 
cable censorship and points out that it 
had to be maintained for some time 
after the armistice and there was no 
sécret about its still being in force. 
| However, Lord Curzon denies that it 
was the censorship which was respon- 
sible for the delays. In the early days 
after tne armistice, and especially dur- 
Ing the Paris Peace Conference, the 
cables were notoriously overloaded and 
telegraphic service in Europe was 

eatly disorganized, so it would be 
found it was not onty the American 
cables that were delayed, but the Brit- 
ish also. 

Lord Curzon then denied categorical- 
ly that British firms had access to 
commercial messages sent by their 
American -competitors, and he asserts 
that the story was purposely spread 
with the object of creating friction be- 
tween the two countries. Similar alle- 
ations, he pointed out, were made dur- 
ng the war by the common enemies, 
and he called attention to the fact that 
when the United States entered the war 
American officers collaborated with 
British officers in managing the British 
censorship, and that they neither sup- 
ported the allegations nor regarded the 
charges as proved. 

Then turning to the specific instances 
of delay cited by Mr. Colby, Lord Cur- 
zon said that the British Foreign Office 
had obtained the necessary particulars 
for the investigation of eleven cases, 
most of whieh dealt with dispatches sg 
inating in Germany. It was quite ob- 
vious, he maintained, how the delay to 
these messages occurred. Germany was 
in revolution, {ty telegraphic services 
were disorganized and its skilled oper- 
atore dispersed. Naturally there was de- 
lay then, but there was none in the Brit- 
ish Post Office, and the average time it 
took to transmit in London a dispatch 
from the Post Office to the American 
cable office was only forty minutes.

RICHMOND, Va., April 7.—That part 
of the Yankees-Dodgers Spring tour 
which had been allotted to Virginia was 
washed off the slate this efternoon, and 
the two clubs will not mingle again 
until they ineet in Flatbush on Saturday. 
The tourists found threatening skies. 
when they detrained here early this 
morning, and am almost cteady drizzle 
up to 2 o’clock pvt the grounds in such 
condition that play was inpossible. 

It was the first complete day of rest 
for the Yankees since the regulars re- 
ported for practice at Shreveport, al- 
most five weeks ago, su there was no 
complaint from the players. The Dodgers 
bave not been as fortunate from a 
weather standpoint, but they have had 
few idle days, so the postponement is 
not likely to cause any great difference 
in the condition of the men on their re- 
turn home. 

Pitchers Bob Shawkey and Carl Mays 
left here today for New York, as Hug- 
gins has no further use for either box- 
man until the series is re-umed. at Eb- 
bets Field Saturday. Waite Hoyt was 
scheduled to do the pitching against the’ 
National League champ.uns this after- 
noon, and Huggins probably will give 
him a workout against the Baitimoro 
Interantionals in the Oriole City tomor- 
row. Frank Baker continued on to 
Baltimore this morning, and will reach 
New York tomorrow night and will be 
in uniform for the Ebbets Field games. 
Before leaving late this afternoon for 
Ealtimore, the last stop on the home- 
ward jaunt of the Yankees, Manager 
Huggins announced that Babe Ruth 
would play the left-field patrol at the 
Iolo Grounds when the season opens, 
with Bodie in centre field and Bob 
Meusel in right.

LANDIS DECLARES 


~ KAUPR INELIGIBLE 


Rules Giant Player Out of Base- 
~ ball Because of Indictrhents 
in Auto Case. 


CHICAGO, April 7.—Benny Kauff,. 
star outfielder of the New York Na- 
tionals, today was declared ineligible to 
play in organized baseball by Commis- 
sioner Landis because of the indict- 
ments returned against him in New 
York charging him with the theft of an 
automobile. ° 

The indictment also charges Kauff 
with having a’ stolen automobile in his 


possession knowing that it had been. 


stolen, The case against him is still 
pending in New York.: 

In rendering his decision, 
mioner Landis said: 

* Of course, the mere return of an 
indictment does not imply guilt. The 
Grand Jury’ inquisition is ex parte. The 
defendant has no opportunity there to 
detend against the charge. But indict- 
ment does imply that, in the judg- 
ment of the Grand Jurors, there is 
probable cause to believe the accused 


guilty. 

**More than thirteen, months have 
elapsed since the filing of formal 
charges of the commission of felony. 
The record does not show that this long 
pendency of the accusation was alto- 
gether over the player’s protest. On 
the contrary the conclusion is irre- 
sistible that the reverse is true. It is 
perfectly apparent that earnest in- 
sistence on a hearing by the defendant 
would before this have brought the 
matter to a finality. 

** Section 2 of Article 4 of the Major- 
Minor League Rules, relating to play- 
ers' under indictment for conduct detri- 
mental to teh good repute of baseball, 
applies here. That provision is that 
any player who participated in a game 
with or against a club containing a 
player under such indictment shall be 
considered ineligible. An _ indictment 
charging felonious misconduct by a 
player certainly charges conduct detri- 
mental to the good repute of baseball.’’ 

Kauff went South with the Giants for 
tle Spring training trip, but was or- 
dered to appear before Commissioner 
Landis two weeks ago to explain his 
connections with the alleged automobile 
thefts. After the hearing Kauff re 
turned to New Zork, instead of joining 
the team in the South, pending Judge 
Landis’s action on his case.

Through his victory 
Cc. Suydam Cuting won the right to 
meet Jay Gould of the Philadelphia 
Racquet Club, the champion, in the 
challenge round Saturday. 

The contest of the brothers was inter- 
esting all the way. The victor’s rail- 
road service and greater severity of 
stroking enabled him to win. An idea 
of the closeness of the match 1s 'prob- 
ably better gained by the number of 
games won by each. Suydam won 19 
against 18 for Fulton. 

Both played brilliantly, and the gal- 
lery, which wag fairly large, had plenty 
of opportunity _to applaud. Fulton 
miss several shots at critical times 
that gave his opponent the much desired 
advantage. Each had a’ well-rounded 
game, but the greater variety of 


strokes, coupled with ability to put 
something on the ball, decided it. 


TO. CHANGE RATING SYSTEM. 


New Met. Tennis Body Will Place 
Emphasis on Match Results. 


In making the ranking of local tennis 
players the new Metropolitan Associa- 
tion, which has just been admitted to 
membership in the United States Lawn 
Tennis Association, has decided to do 
away with the mathematical system 
which has been in use for the last two 
years in connection with the national 
rankings. This was definitely and 
unanimously decided upon yesterday at 
a meeting of the Executive Committee 
held at the new offices of the associa- 
tion, 120 Broadway. The ranking prob- 
lem which is presented to the new as- 
sociation is regarded as particularly 
important, in view of the fact that 
henceforth the National Association will 
rank but twenty players, leaving the re- 
mainder of the rankings to local associa+ 
tions, of which the Metropolitan, having 
the largest ist of prominent tennis play- 
ers in the country, is regarded as the 
most significant. 

The Metropolitan Association includes 
clubs within a radius of thirty-five miles 
of the New York City Hall. In the offi- 
cial estimate of rankings, only the re- 
sults of matches, combined with the 
judgment of the Ranking Committee, 
will count. The plan of counting games 
will be given no considération whatever, 
an obviously wise decision, as it is con- 
ceded that a player is frequently willing 
to sacrifice games and even sets in 
connection with a set purpose, of which 
ultimate victory is the sole object. 

Walter Pate is Chairman of the Com- 
mitte on Ranking. He has served in 
the same capacity in the ranking of the 
national association in previous years, 
and hence is entirely familiar with the 
work, A Secretary to this committee 
will be appointed, and it will be his duty 
to secure and compile and correlate 
tournament records for the season. Other 
members of the Ranking Committee are 
Charles Chambers of the Terrace-Kings 
County Club of Brooklyn, Ludlow Van- 
deventer of Plainfield and Edmund W. 
Peaslee of.the Atlantic Yacht Club. 

The committee at its meeting yester- 
day elected fifteen additional clubs to 
membership; bringing the total number 
of clubs which have joined to fifty-one.

SMITH IN VICTORY 
OVER JACK SHARKEY 


Earns Referee’s Decision at End 
of Fifteen-Round Bout at 
Manhattan Casino. 








At the end of the-fifteen rounds of the 
fastest fightin$ that has been in Har- 
lem in a decade Midget Smith gained 
‘the decision over Jack Sharkey, the west 
side bantamweight, at the ‘Manhattan 
Casino last night. The bout was so fast 
and furious throughout that the judges 
disagreed and Referee Tommy Smith 
gave the verdict. 

The decision did not meet with the 
approval of a large number of the fans, 
and there was a slight demonstration 
against Smith when the bout ended. 
Several detectives jumped into the ring 
and led the midget to his dressing room. 
It was the opinion of many at the ring- 
side that a draw would have been a 
fairer decision, though it was admitted 
that Smith had made a whirlwind 
finish. 

During the last two rounds of the 
bout Smith laced Sharkey with every 
variety of punch and showed such speed 
and accuracy that the west side boxer 
was slowed up decidedly after having 
had a slight lead in the earlier rounds. 
In the fifteenth round, while both boys 
were making a hard struggle for what 
they knéw would be a ciose decision, 
Smith caught Sharkey with a right on 
the point of the chin and dropped him. 
Sharkey was on his feet again in an 
instant, but was unable to stop the 
rushes of the Harlem lad. 

The house was crowded by the time 
the main bout started. Sharkey weighed 
119 pounds and Smith 118%, and both 
seemed fit for a hard battle. 

They lost little time getting into ac- 
tion. Smith rushed out of his corner 
and started a volley of rights and lefts 
at Sharkey’s body and face. The west 
side bantam met the rush with a hard 
right to the jaw and Smith came right 
back with a right to the chin. When 
they came up for the second round. both 
boys rushed to the centre and met in 
an exchange of punches. Sharkey landed 
a hard left and ss tg to the body, but 
Smith kept after him with a shower of 
blows and rushed Sharkey to the ropes, 
oo he landed lefts and rights to the 
‘ace. - . 

The boys had been up for the third 
round but a few seconds when they 
stood toe to toe and exchanged punches 
as fast as they could swing their arms. 
The crowd was in a high state of ex- 
citement. Sharkey appeared to have the 
better of the close fighting and his left 
to the face, which he used effe>tively, 
bothered Smith. 

Sharkey was so anxious to get at his 
rival as he left his corner for the fourth 
round that he‘ slipped to the floor. He 


Smith, but the latter had ‘taken advan- 
tage of a sudden opportunity and landed 
half a dozen blows before Sharkey could 
recover. Sharkey’s knee began to bleed 
as the result of his fall, but he paid no 
attention to it and, rushing at Smith, 
he shot his left to the face repeatedly. 
The little fellows were fighting so fast 
that it was difficult to keep account of 
the blows that were landed. 

Up to the end of the fifth round the 
bout had been even, but in the next two 
sessions Sharkey appeared to have a 
slight edge. He landed several hard 
lefts to the face and a hard right to the 
body in the sixth and for a moment 
slowed up the Harlem midget. But Smith 
was soon Smashing with rights and lefts 
as the boys set a furious pace. 

Through the next three rounds Shar- 
key gained a slight advantage. In the 
eighth, a right to the face started the 
blood flowi-~ from Smith’s nose. Dur- 
ing this ro @.| Sharkey hit low and was 
warned by che referee. In the tenth 
round Sharkey and Smith stood in the 
centre of the ring and swung desperate- 
ly at each other, each refusing to budge 
an inch, though Sharkey had the better 
of the infighting. 

Smith came back in the final three 
rounds with a wonderful burst of speed 
and, rushing Sharkey about the ring,

SINGLE CONTROL UNLIKELY 


Baseball and Racing Well Governed, 
Assemblage Agrees, but Wrestling 
and Boxing May Be Joined.

ALBANY, April 7%.—One mystified 
Governor of New York State today 
gazed upon thirty-nine mystified sport-/ 
ing editors of New York State. The 
scene was the Executive Chamber; the 
time was 12:11 P. M.; the stage set- 
ting showed Governor Miller at a flat- 
tepped desk, with the sporting ecitors, 
gathered from Buffalo and points south, 
sitting in rows ‘of folding chairs be- 
fore him, while around the walls, gog- 
gle-eyed because of the mysterious ele- 
ment in the meeting, was the gallery, 

The difficulty was this: Governor 


Miller didn’t know why the’ sporting 
editors were there; nelther did they. 

The assemblage had/been summoned 
to talk over State regulation of sports. 
Governor Miller had called it, having 
been given to understand that the 
sporting editors were. palpitating with 
desire to talk to him. The journalists 
had responded, ody: A been given to 
understand that the vernor was on 
fire with ardor to talk to them, Both 
were wrong. 

The meeting—which some optimists 
had believed was to result in the Em- 
pire State’s becoming a sporting sev- 
enth heaven—got off to a bad start. 

‘“*Gentlemen,”’ said the Governor, ‘‘I 
don’t just exactly know the purpose of 
this meeting. For the last three months, 
about once a week, I have been informed 
that the sporting editors wanted to con- 
fer with me on some of the proposals 
in reference to sports. I haven’t any- 
thing to say to you, but should be glad 
to hear anything you have to say to 
me.”’ | : 

There was a silence so dense that the 
falling of a rose leaf would have sounded 
like Ruth's smashing a homer. 

Then two or three assorted journalists ' 
found breath and feet and explained to° 
the Governor that they and their con-; 
fréres had nothing to say to him, but; 
understood they had been called to tes- 
tify as experts, inasmuch as the phalanx 
present knew sports as Mr. Anderson 
knows water. 

It then being agreed unanimously that 
no one had the least idea why any one 
was there, conversation became general 
for a few minutes. Here is a summary 
of the views interchanged: 

FROM GOVERNOR MILLER. 

Baseball apparently dees not need 
State regulation, as the State ought not 
to attempt regulation of people who 
show that they can regulate themselves. 
He did not recall, outside of the recent 
betting scandal, any other marked in- 
stance of this sport not being conducted 
in a clean manner. 

The establishment is not in view (the 
contrary having been rumored) of a sin- 
le State. commission to regulate base- 

all, racing, boxing ang wrestling. The 
first three are wholly unrelated. 

Racing appears to be well governed. 

Boxing stands on a different plane. 
He had read of bouts in New York that 
looked: as if the sport was not being run 
as it ought to be. 

The theory of the Simpson-Brundage 
bill, designed to make the offices of the 
Boxing Commissioners non-salaried, is 
apparently that men who are sufficiently 
interested to serve in the interests of 
sport, and not cash, are more likely to 
have boxing conducted as a sport, in- 
stead of, as is claimed in many quarters 
to be the case now, a purely commercial 
enterprise. 

FROM JOURNALISTIC MAJORITY. 

Boxing has been lifted out of the gutter 
by the present commission. If mistakes 
have been made, they have been honest 
ones. The sport is bing admirably con- 
—- It is better than it ever has 


A single commission for these two 
sports is Lashes desirable. 

There is little hippodroming in either 
boxing or wrestling. 

Racing and baseball should not be 
brought under control of a single com- 
mission, as each needs supervisory ex- 
perts utterly familiar with them, which 


supervision they are now receiving. 
FROM JOURNALISTIC MINORITY. 


Boxing is full of hippodroming in some 
smaller cities. The winners are picked 
before the bouts start. The public Is 
sick—so sick! 

Wrestling is worse than boxing. It is 
reminiscent of the chariot races at the 
circus. Leading wrestlers have met each 
other fifty times without any genuine 
result. They always get a fall in about 
two hours, so as to let husbands get 
home that they may be permitted to go 
next time. The peculiar coincidences 
in wrestling are as safe a guide to 
wrong as fingerprints.

This is due largely to the ab- 
sence of any accepted rules and regu- 
lations or any form of national super- | 
vision of wrestling.

WOULD MERGE ALL AGENCIES 


e 3 { j ie x ; . 
Report. Finds. Conflicting Laws 
Prevent Co-operation in Car- 
ing for Disabled Soldiers. 


CALLS FOR PROMPT ACTION 


President Told That No Cabinet Of- 
ficer Should Be Burdened With 
the Suggested New Service. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, April 7.—Consolida- 
tion of the three great agencies now in 
charge of the future of veterans of the 
World War into ‘‘ The Veterans’ Service 
Administration ’’ was recommended to 
President Harding today by the special 
board, headed by. Charles G. Dawes, 


which was asked by the President to 
study the needs and problems of the ex- 
service men. The committee recommends 
placing under the proposed new central 
agency the Bureau of War Risk Insur- 
ance, the rehabilitation division of the 
¥ederal Board for Vocational Education 
and a part of the Public Health Service, 
with a Dirctor General at the head. 

At present, the report said, the ener- 
gies of the three agencies indicated are 
not utilized properly, due to lack of cen- 
tral control. 

‘““It cannot be too strongly empha- 
sized,’’ the report asserts, ‘‘ that the 
present deplorable failure on the part 
of the Government to properly care for 
the disabled veterans is due in large part 
to an imperfect organization of govern- 
mental effort; there is no one in control 
of the whole situation.”’ 

It is also recommended that the $18,- 
600,000 recently appropriated for build- 
ing new hospitals be utilized at once. 
The report, addressed to the President of 
the United States, says: 

“1. At the time the laws providing 
for the compensation, hospitalization 
and vocational rehabilitation of the dis- 
abled were enacted the situations which 
would successively arise could not be 
foreseen, with, the result that the laws 
are not co-ordinated and do not pro- 
ceed-or work in harmony. As an exam- 
ple, three distinct and separate govern- 
mental agencies without a common au- 
thority were, created for, and are now 
engaged in, executi the laws for the 
relief of the disabled, namely, the Bu- 
veau of War Risk Insurance, the. Re- 
hubilitation D,vision .of the. Federal 
Beard of Vocational Education and the 
United States Public Health Service. 
The result is that the ex-service person 
finds it extremely difficult to obtain 
the prompt, generous and sympathetic 
treatment which the Congress and the 
country intended he should receive. 


Finds Confusion and Inefficiency, 


*“*2. It is apparent that much confu- 
sion and inefficiency are the results of 
the present distribution of responsibility 


among the three main Gévernment agen- 
cies designated by law to carry out the 
various services to veterans, and the 
utter lack of central control over these 
three agencies and such other co-op- 
erative Governmental departments and 
bureaus as have been utilized in carry- 
ing out the purpose of legislation. 

“* 3. In spite of decentralization in two 
of the services concerned, the inability 
of thethird agency (the Bureau of War 
Risk Insurance) under the law.to make 
a corresponding decentralization of its 
work has caused the failure of effective 
results from the decentralization which 
has already been carried into effect by 
the other two. e 

‘4, No unwillingness to serve or re- 
Ivctance to co-operate but divergent 
eons of laws and limitations placed 

y legal decisions have prevented effec- 


tive co-ordination in these three respec- ¥ 


tive services. 

**5. Limitations, in the interest of pre- 
sumed economy, have been placed upon

Co-operation Prevented.

DAUGHERTY TO INQUIRE

No disposition to injure business will 
enter into the inquiries, but the depart- 
ment will not allow any violations of 
the anti-trust laws to exist, said Mr. 
Daugherty. 

‘““We would like the country to take 
notice now that this is a new day and 
a new way,” he declared. ‘‘ We will not 


close our eyes and approve any device, 
scheme, or trick that would violate the 
law. We want the country to under- 
stand, too, that we are positive about it. 
If the situation now existing is produced 
by tricks, they must be discontinued.” 

Mr. Daugherty said that the depart- 
ment had learned that in some paris of 
the country there were conditions in the 
building industry that absolutely de- 
manded a reform. The Department of 
Justice, is allowing an opportunity to 
firms under suspicion to reform their 
ways, but if they do not do so, prose- 
ecutions will ensue.

Conditions Switzerland Imposed. 


LUCERNE, - Switzerland, April 7

hotel suite that King Constantine and 
Queen Sophie of Greece lived in when 
they were in exile here, and which is 
known locally as ‘‘the King’s and 
Queen’s refuge.’’ :

Says Zita Instigated Escapade.

PARIS, April 7.—A graphic account of 
the return of ex-Emperor Charles to 
Switzerland is published in the Matin 
from Jules Sauerwein, who traveled in 
the exile’s parlor car from the Swiss 


frontier to Lucerne, where he has been 
asked to stay at the very hotel from 
which Constantine of Greece set forth 
on his triumphant return to his coun- 
try. M. Sauerwein says: 

“The special train scheduled to reach 
the Swiss frontier station of Buchs at 
11:40 o’clock did not arrive until 4:45 
o’clock, owing to numerous delays and 
detours, in the course of which Charles's 
car was attached to four trains in suc- 
cession.: The inhabitants of Buchs were 
completely indifferent and the station 
was almost deserted. 

‘““Just as the train pulled in two wo- 
men hurried onto the platform. They 
were former Empress Zita and her lady- 
in-waiting Countess. Schoenburg, both 
dusty and fatigued. They had raced 
across Switzerland in an automobile, 
having left Prangins at 3 A. M. There 
was an affecting meeting between the 
ex-Emperor and his wife, who was— 
today it is quite certain—the real insti- 
gator of this whole affair. 


Story of Departure from Hungary. 


“During the journey to Lucerne I ‘re- 
ceived the following account of the jour- 
ney from Hungary from Count Boro- 
vicsenyi, who had spent eight days with 
Charles in Steinamanger and accom- 
panied him on his return. 

‘““* We started yesterday morning at 
10 o’clock. A large crowd collected to 
bid the Emperor farewell and when 
Charles appeared on the balcony they 
burst into enthusiastic singing of the 
national anthem. When e Bmperor 
himself joined in the refrain he received 
a tremendous ovation and the passage 
through the streets to the station was 
made through a dense throng weeping 
and throwing flowers. ‘' Come back to 
us soon,” they called to him. It was 
the same at every station until we 
reached the Austrian border, where we 
found Entente officers and a_ small 
guard of troops to protect the Emperor 
during the passage through Austrian 
territory. 

‘Just as we were leaving gp ah the 
Emperor received an address signed by 
the chiefs of the Hungarian labor feder- 
ations and many workers. It runs: 
“The democratic workers of Hungary 
have learned of his Majesty’s departure 
with as much grief as they felt Joy on 
hearing of his arrival in his Lannie cope 

At Frohenien we received news that at 
Bruck in Styria communists had decided 
to oppose the Emperor’s passage. Not 
wishing to expose his Majesty’s person 
to violence some of us, including a 
French Colonel, left the train and 
walked forward to Bruck station, where 
we found a crowd of several thousand 
local workmen, whose attitude was ex- 
tremel threatening. They demanded 
that they be received by the -Emperor 
in order to forbid him ever to return to 
Austria. We naturally could not agree 
to this interview, whose consequences 
might have been exceedingly painful 
and ihe Entente officers were entirely 
of our opinion. ‘‘ ‘Two Social Demo- 
crat deputies had boarded our train at 
the Austrian frontier and they vere in- 
structed to-go and parley with the com- 
munists. They met wi little success 
as the wrkmen declared that if they 
could not be received ‘by the king they 
wished at least to talk with the Entente 
officers. The latter declined and it was 
only after six hours negotiation that we 
were able to resume the journey.’’ 

In reply to M. Sauerwein's request for 
information about Charles’s journey to 
Hungary the officer said he was un- 
able to speak, adding: 

‘‘The Emperor has declared that he 
acted entirely alone and shared re- 
sponsibility with no one.’* 

Shortly after leaving Buchs, Colonel 
Kissling, delegate of the Swiss Federal 
Council, entered Charles’s car and in- 
formed him that it had decided he was 
no jJonger to live at Prangins nor in a 
certain number of frontier cantons and 
that he now be asked to proceed to 
Lucerne to await the result of an in- 


‘|quiry by the Swiss authorities. 


Charles received the news with indif- 
ference, but said a moment later t6 the 
Hmpress: ‘It is a pity on account of 
the children; they were so happy at 
Prangins.”’ 

The correspondent adds: 

“T have reason to believe that the 
Hungarian journey has seriously im- 
paired Charles’s health and it is in a 
state of great physical and moral de- 
pression that he is accepting the deci- 
sion of the Swiss Federal Council. It 
would be especially painful for him to 
have to leave Switzerland, and the 
prospect of going to Spain seems to dis- 
may him considerably.” 


BUDAPEST, April 7.—The Ministry of 
Count Paul Teleky has resigned. 

Former Emperor Charles's ar- 
rival in Switzerland is considtred by 
Count Albert <Apponyi, former Hun- 
garian Premier, as closing the incident 
arising from the ill-starred attempt of 
Charles to reinstate himself as King of 
Hungary.

FRANCE MAY INVITE 
CONGRESS TO VERIFY 


Wants Mission to See What Has 
Been Done to Restore the 
Devastated Regions. 


GERMANY TO MAKE OFFER 


Prepares Specific Proposal to Make 
| Damage Good With Own Labor 
and Materials.

PARIS, April 7.—In order to refute 
most effectively the German charges 
made in the note to Washington that 
France was not sincere in her effort to 
rebuild the devastated regions, I under- 
stand the French Government may invite 
a\committee of the American Congress 
to come to France to see what has been 
done: to repair the ruin spread by the 
German invaders. This decision is not 
yet definite, but it is advanced strongly 
by Louis Loucher, Minister for the Dev- 
astated Regions, and is said to have the 
backing of Premier Briand. 

The Foreign Office today dispatched 
to Ambassador Jusserand for. the infor- 
tnation of Washington a memorandum 
setting forth what has been accomplished, 
by France through the expediture of 
35,000,009,000 francs to repair the dam- 
age Germany did and on which repara- 
tion work Germany has expended nothing. 
This memorandum seis forth in detail 
the facts mentioned by Premier Briand 
in his speech last night before the Sen- 
ate. In 1914 the population of the 
regions invaded by Germany was 4,700,- 
000. At the time of the armistice this 
population had fallen to 1,900,000. To- 
day the population in those regions is 
4,100,000. ‘This disposes of the German 
‘statement that the majority of the peo- 
ple of the devastated regions had moved 
to other parts of France and did not 
want their houses rebuilt. 

Of the land devastated by the Ger- 
mans, 95 per cent has been restored to 
good cvndition and today slightly more 
than 80 per cent is under actual cultiva- 
tion. Of all the factories destroyed in 
north France 50 per cent have resumed 
operation in new or repaired plants. 
Ninety-nine and one-half per cent of the 
destroyed railroad mileage is now in use 
again. Eighty per cent of the works of 
art damaged have been restored. 

These figures show that France has 
been working at reconstruction. It is 
true that the vast majority of private 
homes have not been rebuilt. It has 
been the French policy to rebuild first 
the means of production. It is largely 
due to this great effort of France that 
the French financial situation is so bad, 
Paris having advanced 35,000,000,000 
francs which Germany under the treaty 
should pay. 


BERLIN, April 7 (Associated Press).— 
Germany will submit to the Allied Su- 
preme Council specific proposals for the 
reconstruction of the devastated regions 
of northern France in a note which now 
is being prepared and which will be 
dispatched before May 1, it was an- 
nounced officially today. 

The note will reiterate Germany's de- 
vsire to see the regions reconstructed as 
quickly as possible, and will offer Ger- 
man labor and material to this end. 

The German plan has heen worked out 
by Government officials, industrial lead- 
ers and representatives of the labor 
unions, who have reached a complete ac- 
cord regarding the methods of rebuild- 
ing and the use of necessary material 
and labor. ’ 

‘“We want to demonstrate the sincer- 
ity of our purposes, which we have often 
expressed, and do whatever {s within 
our ability toward rebuilding the devas-

NO SOVIET REFORMS, 
FRENCH AGENTS REPORT 


Foreign Office Announces That 
Nothing Has Happened to 
Change Its Poicy.

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PARIS, April 7.—According to the 
French Foreign Office's information 
from agents in Russia, the pretensions 
of the Soviet authorities to have 
changed their character is plain bun- 
combe. The French contend the- whole 
business propaganda of the Soviet is 
intended to lure other nations to trade 
agreements and eventual recognition of 
the Bolshevist régime. French officials 
state flatly that there has been no de- 
velopment in Soviet policy upon which 
France will change her policy of hav- 


ing nothing to do with Moscow. 
The French reports say that the much- 
heralded denationalization in Russia hag 


not begun and there are no signs of its 


beginning. The Soviets, the French say, 
have no intention of giving up any of 
their power unless forced by interior 
developments. What little changes they 
may make under force of circumstances 
have, the French say, no Value, because 
such concessions would be revoked as 
soon as the Soviets felt strong again. 

In short, the French Foreign Office 
says nothing has happened in Russia to 
change its opinion of the present ré- 
gime.

Sinn Fein Chiefs Ratify Agreement 
for Coming Elections. 


DUBLIN, April 7.—Joseph Devlin, Na- 
tionalist Member of Parllament for Bel- 
fast, and Eamon de Valera, one of the 
prime movers in the Irish republican 
agitation, have ratified the agreament 
of last month under which the Sinn 
Fein Constitutional and: Nationalist 
Parties will present a united front to the 
Unionist forces in the coming elections 
in the North of Ireland. 


All the candidates have agreed to ac- 
cept the principle of self-determination 
for Ireland and have pledged them- 
selves to abstain from sitting in the 
Irish Parliament if elected. 


Harry Boland, Secretary to Eamon de 
Valera, yesterday took exception to the 
report, contained in a cable dispatch 
from London to THs NEw YorkK TiMss, 
that de Valera was at liberty in his 
own home, while some of his associates 
were in jail, because the British Gov- 
ernment regarded de Valera as a check- 
ing influence on the Sinn Fein ex- 
tremists. Mr. Boland said that the 
latest communications he had received 
from de Valera did not show ‘hat he 
was at liberty. 

‘“*It is wholly false to say that Mr. de 
Valera is at liberty in his own home,” 
said Mr. Boland. ‘“ He its still a fugitive 
from the British Secret Service, who 
have been and are still séarching for 
him all over Ireland. ; 

**T received last Tuesday a letter writ- 
ten by Mr. de Valera from Dublin undcr 
date of March 14. In it he said that the 
home of our Consul, Mr. Fawsitt, at 
Cork, had been raided three times by 
British agents searching for the Presi- 
dent. He also. gave details of several 
meetings of the Dail Eireann.’”’ 

The letter concluded with the state- 
ment that the people of Ireland were 
prepared to begin negotiations with the 
British Government with the hops that 
a treaty of peace between the two na- 
tions might be arranged.

SOVIET A TYRANNY 


Dr. Zucker, Who Went to Inves- 
vestigate, Says Rule Is Dic- 
tatorship of a Handful. 


POWER LIES IN .TERROR 


Civilization Decaying, Trade Con- 
cessions Useless—Telis of Amer- 
icans Held in Prison. 


REVAL, Esthonia, April 7 (Associated. 
Press).—The ‘‘ decaying civilization of 
Soviet Russia ’’. was depicted as the 
worst tyranny in the world by Dr. 
Morris Zucker, known here as a leader 
and organizer of the Communist Party 
in the United States,: whose home is in 
Brooklyn, N. Y., on his arrival here to- 
day. from Moscow after nearly five 
months in Russia. . 


‘‘ Conditions steadily are becoming | 


worse,” Dr. Zucker declared. ‘What 
little foreign trade Russia is able to get 
is of no help to the people, who every- 
where are the victims of tyranny and go 
about in a hopeless attitude because of 
the great and constant Red terror.”’ 

Dr. Zucker last June was pardoned by 
President Wilson after having been sen-~ 
tenced to sixty years’ imprisonment on 
being found guilty of sedition. He left 
the United States in September and ar- 
rived in. Russia in’ November. Three 
days after His arrival in Moscow Dr. 
Zucker was imprisoned and spent most 
‘of the time he was in Russia in confine- 
ment. 

Inside the prison walls, Dr. Zucker 
said, he met victims of Bolshevist tyran- 
ny, most of whom were there because 
they had opposed being ruled by the 
small Bolshevist minority. These in- 
cluded former Grand Dukes and work- 
men, whose common ground, according 
te Dr. Zucke‘, wae their opposition to 
** absolute tyranny.’’ 


Dr. Zucker, who arrived here with a 
group of Germans on the way home 
from Russia, where they were prisoners, 
said he hoped to return to the United 
States to relate the facts regarding 
Russia ‘‘ to disillusion taose who think 
there is anything like freedom under the 
Soviets.” 

In prison in Moscow, Dr. Zucker said, 
there still were a number of Americans, 
some of whom he saw and some he did 
not see. These, included Royal C. Keely, 
an electrical nfechanical expert: of New 
‘York, who had been in prison. eight 
months; William Flick of Brooklyn. aad 
Dr. Estes, who went to Russia last Sep- 
tember to take moving pictures; Mrs. 
Marguerite E. Harrison, an American 
newspaper correspondent; Henry J. La 
Marc of New York, who long had been a 
resident of Russia and remained there 
to care for his property; Demetrius 
Kalimatian, an American of Greek par- 
entage, who had been two and one-half 
years in prison, and Captain. Emmet Kil- 
patrick of the American Red Cross, who 
is in a concentration camp. ; 

These prisoners, like Zucker himself, 
were very poorly fed, Dr. Zucker assert- 
ed, most of them being threatened con- 
stantly with the ‘‘ third degree’”’ to ex- 
act confessions of guilt for things the 
never had done.. He said Mrs. Harri- 
son, under threat of death and through 
much ill-treatment, had in some way 
pans inveigled into signing a false con- 

sion. 

Mr. Keely, Dr. Zucker declared, had 
been invited to Russia, and was féted 
and ‘traveled on special cars while there. 
He was given a banquet by Nikolai 
Lenin, the Bolshevist Premier; the night 
before he left Moscow for the Esthonian 
frontier on his return home, said Dr. 
Zucker, only to be arrested at the border 
and returned to a Moscow prison when 
the Bolsheviki learned his report on 
Russia would be unfavorable. 

“That’s the way they. do with every- 
body,’’ continued Dr. Zucker. ‘‘* Their 
opponents are imprisoned immediately. 
The Bolsheviki are finding peace more 
dangerous than war, because there now 
is no incentive to a national spirit. The 
concession of free trade to the peasants 
is unsatisfactory and meaningless, as 
what good can come from each indi- 
vidual spending days on trains carrying 
fifty pounds of grain to the cities? The 
restoration of some sort of middlemen 
would enable them to ship on freight 
cars in quantities.”’ 
. Conditions generally in Moscow were 
quiet, although. under the surface 
throughout the country nearly every one 
bates the Bolsheviki, Dr. Zucker de- 
clared. . 

ss Aihoagh I was in prison“ most of 
the time was in Ruasia,” he added, 
‘*T. do not want my friends in America 
to think that is the reason I am against 
the Bolshevist régime. I studied condi- 
tions and talked with scores of peas- 
ants and scores ofall classes‘in prison. 
The .present régime will, undoubtedly, 
continue a long time, but it must make 
epochal changes to hold on:” Its power 
of terror is too great for it to be over- 
thrown now.’ 

Dr. Zucker went to Russia to investi- 
gate whether there was a real dictator- 
ship of the prrceee sans or a dictatorship 
of a handful. He said he found.-the lat- 
ter to be decidediy the case... On his ar- 
rival in Moacow he was told by Santert 
Nuorteva, fornierly secretary to Ludw'g 
Martens, ‘‘ Soviet Ambassador to the 
United States,’’ and now Controller of 
foreigners in Russta, to whom he pre- 
sented himself, that tt would be inad- 
visable to permit him to investigate 
conditions. Therefore. Nuorteva de- 
clared, Dr. Zucker wou}d.be sent out of 
Russia in a few days. Meanwhile, he 
was informed, he was to be detained in 
prison. His detention continued until 
March’ 27, and he left Moscow last 
Thursday. He asked that his wife be 
notified of his safe arrival in Reval.

MAY GET BERGDOLL 
WITH CANADA’S AID 


State Department Said to Have 
Notified Britain That Slacker 


Broke Dominion Laws.

WASHINGTON, April 7.—It is under- 
stood that the British Ambassador has 
been notified by the State Department 
that Grover C. Bergdoll violated. the 
Canadian passport regulations and Brit- 
ish regulations in making his escape 
from this country through Canada to 
Germany in his effort to avoid the pen- 
alties for evading the American draft. 
The matter could not be called directly 
to the attention of the Canadian Gov- 
ernment, with which the United States 
bas no direct diplomatic relations, but 
must be handled through the British 
Government. 

It is considered probable that’ the 
Canadian Government may request the 
British Government to direct its Am- 
bassador at Berlin to demand of the 
German Government deportation of 
Bergdoll under the Anglo-German 
treaty of extradition, and it would be 
possible for Cenada, if Bergdoll is de- 
ported and conveyed to Canada, to sur-/ 

; render him to the United States, as a 
friendly act, instead of punishing him 
for passport regulation violations.

SURGEON AGAIN SUED 





Tenor Alleges Operation Caused 
Blindness and Deafness—Wo- 


man Blames Him for Lost Voice. 


Octave Dua, a tenor formerly with the 
Metropolitan Opera Company, has 
brought action for $100,000 damages 
against Dr, Emile J. Sarlabous, 149 
West Seventy-eighth Street, it became 
known yesterday. Dua alleges in his 
complaint that as the result of an oper- 
ation on his nose by Dr. Sarlabous he 
has become blind in the right eye and 
deaf in his right ear, has partial facial 
paralysis and has become subject to 
severe headaches. In addition, Dua says, 
his inability to keep his singing cngage- 
ments led to the cancellation of his con- 
tract by the Metropolitan Opera Com- 
ny. 

According to Dua, Dr. Sarlabous, who 
has made a specialty of attending sing- 
ers, left a piece of cotton back of the 
eyeball, after he had operated on his 
nose. Dua charges that this cotton was 
removed at the Grosvenor’ Hospital, 
London, where he was taken upon his 
arrival on May 4, 1920. Dua, who came 
to this country six. years ago to go with 
the Chicago Opera Company, has sung 
minor tenor roles with the Metropoli- 
tan. 

In his answer Dr. Sarlabous makes & 
general denial, and says that any infec- 
tion of which Dua complains,. came 
after he had severed connection with the 
case and must have: been due to negli- 
gence or wrong treatment by some other 
person. . . 
Dr. Sarlabous is the defendant in an- 
other suit for $100,000 damages brought 
by Miss Josephine Schwarzwalder, a 
soprano, who charges loss of her voice 
through an unskillful operation. 


ROUSED BY COPYRIGHT BILL. 


Storm of Protest May Cause Re- 
vision of Canadian Measure.

OTTAWA, Ont., April 7.—The Cana- 

dian Copyright bill, which has been in- 





|troduced in the House of Commons and 


been read a first time is eliciting a 
storm of protest from interested parties 
all over the country. 

The bill appears to have been very 
loosely drawn and largely represents 
the opinions of certain interested groups, 
which appear to have been able to pro- 
cure adoption of their ideas in the orig- 


inal drafts of the measure. Since then, 
however, new and strong representa- 
tions have been made and _ injustices 
and anomalies pointed out with the re- 
sult that before the bill is passed into 
the law it is almost certain to be dras- 
tically revised. 

The charge has been made that the bill 
in its original form would not only 
practically exclude American periodicals 
from Canada, but through a so-called 
licensing system would permit any pri- 
vateering printer in the Dominion to 
appropriate any serials, stories, articles, 
&c., published outside of Canada and 
reproduce them in his own way.

iSTATE LAYS TRAP 
~ POR TAX DODGERS 


Gniiiatan Against RD De- 
linquents to Be Begun Within | 
Three Days of April 15. 


PREPARED FOR FINAL RUSH 


Bureau Points Out Changes in Law 
—Heavy Fines and Imprisonment 
Provided for Evaders. 


_A vigorous campaign against State in- 
come tax dodgers will be begun within 
three days of April 15, the limit fixed 
for the~payment of the tax, according 
to an announcement made yesterday by 
Niles R. Becker, District Director of the 
New York district. Mr. Becker said no 
general extension of time for paying the 
tax would be granted and that a round- 
up of delinquents would be started by a 
special staff of investigators by 
April 1S, 

’Mr. ‘Becker said plans for caring for 
the final. rush of payments and for 
running down delinquents had been 
made at a conference in Albany on 
Wednesday. Full penalties will be ex- 
acted in every case, Mr. Becker said, as 
it was felt that any other course would 
be unfair to the rhepesnne who complied 
with the law. 

The penalties provide for heavy fines 
and imprisonment. The bureau has the 
right to impose a fine of $1,000 or im- 
prisonment for not less than one year or 
to require double payment of the tax 
due in all cases where false or fraudu- 
lent returns are filed. If the tax is 
not paid within sixty days the State 
Controller may issue a warrant to the 
Sheriff of the county, requiring him to 
levy upon dnd sell any real estaté or 
personal’property of the person owing it 
for the payment of the tax, with added 
penalties of interest and the cost of 


executing the warrant. 

Several important amendments to the 
income tax law have been made by the 
Legislature of 1920. Among them is the 
‘definition of. ‘‘ resident ’’’ for the pur- 
poses of taxation. The present law pro- 
vides that if an individual was a resi- 
dent of the State at any time during the 
last six months of the calendar year 
1920 he is considered a resident for the 
entire year, and his entire net income 
from all sources is taxable. 

‘‘Under the original law only a cer- 
tain proportion of interest on indebted- 
ness was deductible,’’ says a statement 
of the bureau. ‘‘ By amendment, all 
interest on indebtedness is now deducti- 
ble. The original law limited deductions 
for contributions made to. religious, 
charitable or scientific corporations or- 
ganized and existing under the laws of 
the State of New York alone. Under

|FAVORED BY PRISON WAITER 


Before Warden and Faces 
Demotion If Guilty. 


‘ OSSINING, April 7.—A Sing Sing 
prisoner, doing duty: as waiter, 
locked up in a punishment cell today 
for treating Robert P. Brindell,, labor 


‘}union czar, recently imprisoned for ex- 


tortion in Manhattan, to a plate of ham 
and eggs, which, in’ the prison, is a 
sumptuous dish. 

Brindell also was “‘ chalked in” 
violation of rules and must stand trial 
in the court conducted once a week by 
Warden Lewis E. Lawes. If adjudged 

ilty, the labor leader faces demotion 
rom Grade A to Grade B, which would 
mean the loss of several privileges ‘ac- 
corded prisoners who adhere ‘to all 


rules. 
warden Lawes declined to comment 
on Brindell's infraction. But attendants 
disclosed the details. The ‘awkward 
squad,” to which Brindell belongs, as 
@ newcomer, was served hash. for din- 
ner.’ While the “rookies” were par- 
taking of this course fare, a Keeper, 
noticed Brindell cast aside his plate. 
He found that the ‘star risoner, 
who, nominally, still rules 100,000 build- 
ing workers in the metropolis, 
several slices of ham and, two eggs, 
“ ny side up.” ; 
The "Carden was informed of the 
favoritism to Brindell. He is said to 
have ordered immediate investigation to 
determine how Brindell got the ham. 
and especially. the eggs. Eggs are 
served only to patients in the hospita& 
The prison attendants ascertained that 
a waiter, eager to curry favor with 
prisoner reputed to possess great 
wealth, surreptitiously cooked the ham 
and eggs and gave them to Brindell. It 
is understood that the waiter had not 
been asked by Brindell for any “'ex- 
tras.” The. waiter probably will be 
shipped to an up-State prison for 
shment. 
Piwhether it will go hard with Brindell 
depends on whether it is establishec 
that he knew acceptance of food, other 
than that on the menu, was in violation 
of rules. ince he is a new man, he is 
not yet familiar with all the prison 
fons. ’ . 
is yarden Lawes said that, so far as 
prison officials are aware, Brindell will 
not be able to continue to direct labor 
unions and order strikes while in Sing

The former German steamship George 
Washington allocated to the United 
States Mail Steamship Company by the 
United State Shipping Board, is to be 
reconditioned and newly decorated when 
she returns to this port from France, it 
was announced yesterday. The work is 
to be completed by July 4, upon which 
date she will again enter the service of 
the company and sail from here. It

The work will start. at 
once and is to be finished in fifty days 
at a cost of $572,330. The America will 
go to the same company for operation.
